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sunday in america the nation comes together to pray and to prepare for war search and rescue teams in new 
york find no new survivors in the rubble of the twin towers but they're not giving up hope searching around 
the clock there and at the pentagon today sunday september 16 2001. from nbc news this is a special edition 
of today with soledad o'brien and david bloom welcome to today i'm david bloom and i'm soledad o'brien it is 
of course the start of a new week the start of the sixth day of this national tragedy a lot of prayers at 
churches across the country this morning especially for those who are lost and missing for their families and 
truly for the whole country even as hopes fade that more survivors will be found the search goes on and the 
reports that within that massive debris field here in new york a passport has been found it could be linked to 
one of the terrorists from the pentagon the defense department released new pictures taken just moments 
after the plane smashed into that building and at camp david surrounded by his national security team 
president bush is preparing americans for a war against terrorism that he says will not be short nor easy but 
we begin with the search for suspects this morning reports of a second arrest and officials say that a 
delegation from pakistan will travel to afghanistan tomorrow to demand the handover of osama bin laden 
nbc's andrea mitchell has more this morning from washington andrea good morning good morning david this 
is a major major development because it is very difficult for pakistan to get involved in this given internal 
dissent and its position in the muslim world but overnight we have learned details about what pakistan has 
promised to do president musharraf talking to president bush personally for 10 minutes has promised full 
cooperation in exchange he wants what u.s Officials tell me is a very reasonable demand 30 billion dollars in 
economic debt relief pakistan has been suffering economically and has still been under u.s sanctions clearly 
those sanctions will now be 
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clearly those sanctions will now be lifted and no involvement in the military action by india or israel more u.s 
engagement also in resolving pakistan's long-standing dispute with india over kashmir mushaf is now 
engaged in an intense series of briefings for his own military his own government people and he will make an 
address to his nation trying to overcome severe internal opposition to helping the united states and pakistan 
is crucial here because they are the sole support of the taliban they are one of only three countries 
supporting the taliban regime running afghanistan but they provide all of the crucial financial military and 
logistical support across that border also bin laden relies crucially on pakistan as a source of new terrorists 
andrea there's so much ground to cover forgive me for interrupting let me ask a couple other questions 
number one what about this second arrest this morning the second arrest is of a material witness he's the 
second person arrested we're not sure exactly where but this shows that the investigation is moving rather 
quickly but one of the major questions now is being that is being asked is why did the cia have information 
about two of the suspects and passed that to the fbi in august but the fbi did not check with their san diego 
field office so did not stop these men men from entering the united states and in fact andrea it is that fbi 
search for two men reportedly connected to osama bin laden that also perhaps ties these new york and 
pentagon attacks to the earlier attack last october of the uss cole that's a big piece of evidence linking these 


two hijackers on the plane that slammed into the pentagon david with a bin laden supporter now in jail in 
yemen for his role in attacking the uss cole last october investigators have video in fact of one of the men 
khalid al-madar seen on video talking to the coal bombing suspect in malaysia and the cia had warned the fbi 
about these two men but they were already in the country by the time the fbi had moved in on them 
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the time the fbi had moved in on them these are the two men that you're seeing now who had been arrested 
and could have been stopped before they got in andrea osama bin laden issued a statement through a 
newspaper this morning denying any involvement in the attacks what if anything do we make of that that is 
viewed as being ludicrous by investigators here and it's also another way of underscoring how little they trust 
these denials because the taliban have been saying all week that they had cut off all of bin laden's access to 
the outside world all of his communications but that denial was faxed by bin laden to the newspaper so he's 
clearly still operating free and clear and is not under this kind of house arrest that taliban have been claiming 
nbc's andrea mitchell thanks so much andrew for keeping us up to date you bet and now here's soledad 
david thank you president bush meets again today with his national security team at camp david nbc's david 
gregory is traveling with the president good morning to you david good morning soledad the president is 
spending the weekend here conferring with his top military and national security team the president making 
clear at these meetings war plans are being drawn using his strongest language yet president bush 
surrounded by his top national security advisers declared the country is at war with terrorists and for the first 
time the president singled out osama bin laden as the prime suspect this act will not stand we will find those 
who did it we will smoke them out of their holes we will get them running and we'll bring him to justice 
advisors say the president is now trying to prepare the country psychologically for what comes next what mr 
bush said in his weekly radio address would be a quote series of decisive actions against terrorist 
organizations not a one-time strike he said but a long sustained military campaign you will be asked for your 
patience for the conflict 
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asked for your patience for the conflict will not be short you'll be asked for resolve for the conflict will not be 
easy you'll be asked for your strength because the course to victory may be long the country now on a war 
footing the president acknowledges the business as usual in america will not resume for some time and 
while the president is confident they'd say that he will have every resource he needs to wage war aides also 
say the president is growing more concerned about a recession a threat exacerbated by this week's attacks 
soledad nbc's david gregory at camp david this morning david thanks for that and let's turn to david bloom 
thanks a lot now here in new york at what's come to be called ground zero search teams are finding small 
pieces belongings of the lives touched by disaster everything from eyeglasses to palm pilots signs of lives 
lost but no sign of life in four days now nbc's pat dawson is in lower manhattan for us this morning good 
morning pat good morning david this is obviously a very very difficult task it is difficult for the searchers it is 
difficult for the people of new york city there will be masses and memorials across the city as it tries to pull 
itself together today on this sunday the searchers themselves here at the world trade center have dug 
through the day and through the night and well there are some there had they have found some remains 
there have been no signs of survivors on the streets of manhattan national guardsmen on patrol police 
checkpoints long lines of traffic but some sides of normal life as well businesses reopening nearby another 
site now all too familiar searchers combing a mountain of rubble for survivors for them another day of 
frustration none are found but at a manhattan hospital a story of survival this man applying for a job when the 
attack began struck by debris as he fled an horrific scene 
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as he fled an horrific scene i saw three or four people falling down from walt disney there then i got upset i 
started leaving well world trade center then i would have walked hardly five feet i don't know what happened 
for the victims loved ones hope dies hard outside a manhattan armory a heart-rending ritual continues please 


for information any word about those missing since the disaster victims who with each passing day seem 
less likely to be found i'm still hoping i'm still praying i'm hoping for a miracle and he was in the military so he 
knows how to survive and this weekend city officials begin preparing families for the worst a request for dna 
samples from the missing toothbrushes or strands of hair possibly the only way to identify some of the 
remains if you're asking me is it possible that we're not going to recover bodies the answer to that is that is 
very possible yes and there is one more problem here that has been added to this the toll of the missing has 
gone up once again about 200 more names listed added to the list of those who are missing the reason for 
that is that missing persons reports have been finally been processed as victims families realize as days 
pass that people aren't around anymore david so pat does that bring to 4 900 the number of missing roughly 
4 900 yet a little bit less than 5 000 names on the now on the list of those that are missing here in the world 
trade center disaster it basically was a matter of people realizing people who don't perhaps don''t live with 
these victims realizing that that they hadn't heard from them for a day or two and then filing a missing person 
reports and of course that working its way through the processing david nbc's pat dawson hello manhattan 
thanks pat 
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manhattan thanks pat and now here's soledad david the military has two fronts to concentrate on this 
morning preparing america's response and searching for the victims still trapped in the collapsed section of 
the pentagon nbc's jim mclazewski is at the pentagon for us this morning jim good morning to you let's start 
with the very latest from where you are oh soledad some u.s government officials say that there have been 
some preliminary decisions made in terms of battle plans attack plans in response to the terrorist attacks this 
past week on new york and the pentagon for obvious security reasons nobody's going to be sharing those 
but it's the the decision for military strikes is uh really being made on two planes one a quick response if 
possible uh to these latest attacks but then a much longer term response even up to and including ground 
invasions of a place like afghanistan if that if that proves necessary so the planning continues even though 
some decisions have already been made mick there's a very disturbing report in today's washington post that 
seems to indicate that the u.s military was incredibly unprepared for the attack that happened on the 
pentagon well this story in the washington post says that the pentagon was not evacuated even though there 
was an indication from the faa that this third plane had been hijacked and turned toward washington there 
were several problems with that one nobody knew for sure where that plane was headed in fact before 
slamming into the pentagon the plane had actually taken a big circle route around washington dc itself in the 
vicinity of the capitol in the vicinity of the mall and the vicinity of the white house so i guess the question 
could be asked why wasn't the capitol evacuated why wasn't the white house evacuated the bottom line is 
soledad everybody who was involved in this says nobody imagined this kind of airstrike now up in new york 
uh the when the 
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now up in new york uh the when the planes were diverted from boston the faa did follow procedures they 
notified the military norad and jets were scrambled unfortunately it all happened so quickly that they were 
unable to respond jets were scrambled out of langley air force base in virginia too once it was determined 
that a plane was headed in this direction but those jets too were caught by surprise and it was much too late 
mick we've seen some really incredible pictures of the devastation to the pentagon exactly what is the extent 
of the damage to the building as a whole how long do they think it's going to take to rebuild it well incredibly 
this old world war ii era construction held up pretty well according to officials and even when you take a look 
at it as devastating as uh the uh damaged area is the damage because of the old concrete reinforced 
construction was pretty much confined to that area and that area to the right of the picture you're looking at 
now had actually been renovated and reinforced with improved firewalls reinforced blast walls so the damage 
was pretty much contained nevertheless to repair it's going to cost hundreds of millions of dollars and take 
two to three years at least to affect those repairs the latest count on the recovery of victims is 86 bodies now 
recovered from the pentagon the total death count now here when you add in those missing 188. nbc's jim 
mclazewski at the pentagon for us this morning jim thanks very much and in a moment preparing to reopen 


wall street the challenges facing businesses and new york city street is preparing to resume trading in the 
morning despite unprecedented financial logistical and emotional hurdles the street is just a few blocks from 
ground zero many traders literally running from lower manhattan when the buildings around them collapsed 
the 
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buildings around them collapsed the floor of the new york stock exchange has been empty trading stopped 
for longer than any period in u.s history since world war one cnbc's ron and son is here with more ron good 
morning good morning david before i ask you about trading tomorrow there are these reports that whoever 
was behind this terrorism tried to profit from it how did they do that well there are these reports as you 
suggest saying that osama bin laden or some of his associates may have sold short shares of reinsurance 
companies in europe munich re swiss re companies that were behind the insurance of the world trade center 
exactly those that would be uh quite affected by any loss of property or you know in in the in the region and 
by selling short you mean that they bet that the stocks of those companies would plummet after the attack 
and indeed may have already profited explain that well the these the shares of many of these reinsurance 
companies in europe fell last week before the collapse had taken place before the attack so if you were short 
the stock if you had borrowed it and sold it hoping to buy it back at a cheaper price and it went down before 
the attack took place you were already beginning to make your profit those profits could have been used to 
help finance if not this activity future activities the market trying to reopen tomorrow no phones no lights 
subways for the most part halted so much debris is this realistic well i was at the new york stock exchange 
wednesday morning and there are lights there there is air conditioning there is a phone system that is 
functioning at the market itself but a lot of the companies that trade with them no the the interconnections are 
certainly open to question and and there are firms though that are fully operational that aren't housed on wall 
street don't forget the way this new york stock exchange works is that not all of the trading is done on the 
floor not everything is called into the floor there are computerized systems with which other companies can 
trade directly so that could in fact help speed the process of repair we're seeing them preparing yesterday 
let's talk about small investors a lot of volatility expected tomorrow 
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a lot of volatility expected tomorrow how are they trying to guard against that well there's been a lot going on 
in the days that the market has been closed the federal reserve has been extraordinarily busy pumping 
billions hundreds of billions of dollars into the banking system to ensure that the economy the banking 
system and the financial markets have plenty of cash to operate on top of that the securities and exchange 
commission has relaxed certain restrictions on companies buying back their own stocks so there could be a 
buyer of last resort out there that is free to purchase stock in the event that the market gets volatile and 
moves substantially lower almost at a time do you expect a lot of selling tomorrow it's history would tell us 
that the first chance to react to an event like this usually drives share prices down five to seven percent but 
given all the changes there are some big investors who think the opening may be benign rather than terrible 
cnbc's ron and sauna thanks so much and a reminder tonight cnbc will air a special on the market reopening 
information center it all starts this afternoon at 4 followed by a special business center on cnbc and now 
here's soledad david thank you the tragedy and the sheer number of missing leave a gaping hole in the 
psyche of the financial community how will they get back to business tomorrow morning and tatlock is ceo of 
fiduciary trust whose headquarters were in the world trade center 90 of her employees are still unaccounted 
for this morning and good morning thanks for joining us and our condolences to you at this very difficult time 
why don't you start by telling me where you were when tower 2 which is where the fiduciary offices are 
located when that was hit by a high deck plane i was ironically enough at offutt air force base at the strategic 
air command center and i had just arrived with a group of other ceos with warren buffett and we were told 
that an incident had occurred at the world trade center and that anyone who was involved with any activity 
there might want to return to the hotel i went into the base quarters and saw on the television 
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saw on the television the first the replay of what happened in the first tower and actually stood there and saw 
the planes go into the very building and at the floors that all my people work it must have been very horrific to 
you especially that plane sort of sliced through slices of floors from 90 and above which is exactly where your 
office is exactly where my offices are i know you rushed the phone to try to reach people but of course first 
thing that went was the phone uh yes but i do have with me at all times a card with all of our key executives 
and i just immediately started calling to try to determine the location we all work so closely that i i know who 
gets in early who which people really would be meeting at different points in the company and so i was it was 
going through my mind trying to determine who might i reach out to and learn something and i did learn quite 
quickly that actually our chief technology officer had spoken after the first call had been received with a very 
significant person in our technology center he was out and our chief technology officer and that we had 
declared a disaster our human resources our head of human resources had been going around telling 
everyone to leave the floor so instinctively our people immediately when they saw the attack on the first 
building responded extraordinarily responsibly the bulk of your employees got out you have 555 employees 
90 though are still unaccounted for what are you doing for the families who i know are just traumatized now 
the families are truly traumatized i have been reaching out all week to each of those families individually 
along with all of my colleagues that are at fiduciary talking to the husbands to the wives to the children to the 
brothers and sisters who may never see these people again and actually it's it's incredible the loss is so 
immense you really can't say it adequately there are people in our company who have lost not only their 
husband but they've lost their mother because their mother worked there too 
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because their mother worked there too there are people that i have talked to who are pregnant and have 
very young children four and two there are people that have teenagers there are people that have sons and 
daughters brothers and sisters it is immense that the personal loss is so immense but the only thing that i 
can Say is that the 556 people that are alive know all these people and we are a family and we are a strong 
organization and we will be reaching out that's on the human level and then there are all the practical things 
that kick in automatically on that you do in a disaster because i don't know if you know but we were original 
tenants in the world trade center we lived through 93. i know that your company is going to be back in 
business on monday as well yes and we very much are back in business we were our president was at the 
disaster recovery site within an hour and our offices are operating uh with the help of franklin templeton in 
short hills our parent company wish you all the best luck and tedlock thank you very much for joining us 
thank you and we'll be right back and welcome back to today on this sunday september 16th blue skies over 
new york city still clouded only by the smoke that is drifting up from the site of where the world trade center in 
lower manhattan once stood the debris the jet fuel still burning after six days dangerous rescue mission 
ongoing for the thousands of people who are still missing this morning and good morning everybody i'm 
soledad o'brien and i'm david bloom a couple of updates from overnight pakistani officials at the request of 
the united states said they will travel to afghanistan to demand osama bin laden the suspected terrorists be 
turned over also a second arrest has been made overnight a material witness to the hijackings and the 
search for survivors in lower manhattan is ongoing unfortunately no new discovery since wednesday last 
night it took several hours but those crews finally unearthed one of the fire trucks that was buried when the 
towers collapsed other fines 
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when the towers collapsed other fines smaller personal items eyeglasses a palm pilot there were also reports 
that a passport from one of the hijackers was found a search is still ongoing at the pentagon as well military 
strategists are preparing to make america's response to the attacks admiral craig quigley is the pentagon 
spokesman admiral good morning good morning david i understand you're not prepared to talk about military 
planning so tell us about the search and rescue operation what's the latest at the pentagon well we have had 
good luck overnight and we've been blessed with good weather here in washington the search and rescue 
crews from a variety of area fire stations from fema from the fbi from the military itself are continuing to work 
their way further into the rubble from the collapse collapse section of the pentagon and are continuing to 


successfully remove remains then they are shipped up to the dover air force base mortuary for preparation 
and eventual turnover to the families admiral i understand that the death toll as well has been revised is that 
right we have 188 people that total died here in the pentagon as as we can best account for them now um 
that includes 64 people on board the airliner and 124 that would normally be working here in the pentagon or 
were visiting on that day admiral i want to read you a section from a story in the washington post this 
morning so allow me to just quote from this it says the nation's military air defense command received word 
from the federal aviation administration that a hijacked commercial airliner was heading toward washington 
12 minutes before it hits according to a chronology prepared by the pentagon but until the moment of impact 
defense secretary donald rumsfeld and his top aides were unaware of any imminent danger is that true well i 
i think hindsight is a wonderful thing david and it would have been hard to predict i believe in anyone's mind 
that the airliner would have been headed for the pentagon the action that we took was to scramble 
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the action that we took was to scramble fighter aircraft from langley air force base in virginia but the timeline 
was just too short they were not able to get here in time and as soon as the aircraft hit the pentagon i think a 
very excellent evacuation procedures took place and we moved to take care of the injured and remove them 
as quickly as possible from the area in admiral certainly no one at this difficult time is trying to engage in any 
finger pointing having said that we know that at the white house as this plane was heading toward 
washington d.c the vice president dick cheney was rushed by the secret service into a secure location we 
know that the building was ordered to be evacuated why weren't similar things happening at the pentagon 
there was if i'm not mistaken no evacuation prior to the impact is that right there was no evacuation prior to 
the impact and i and i think again it is that there was no accurate uh prediction that the plane could have 
been reasonably expected to be heading for the pentagon there are a variety of very important uh centers in 
washington dc this being one of them tell me admiral what's being done now to help the families who lost 
people in this attack well that's indeed where one of our principal areas of focus is david we have set up a 
family support center at a nearby hotel nearby to the pentagon here where families can come and get the 
latest information on recovery of remains on the search for still hopefully for some survivors on the removal 
of rubble and and how the search is continuing and just to be with other family members in addition each of 
the services that has lost personnel in the attack is remaining in close contact with the family members of the 
mostly the army and the navy and keeping them very closely informed as to the status of the search for their 
loved ones admiral craig quigley thank you so much 
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admiral craig quigley thank you so much and our thoughts and prayers go out to you and all those at the 
pentagon thank you david very much and now here's soledad david thank you we are getting a clearer idea 
of just what is in store for people who are traveling by air nbc's robert hager is at dulles airport outside of 
washington d.c this morning robert good morning to you morning soledad well the weekend may be giving us 
a peek at what air travel is going to look like for a while now fewer flights and increased security which all 
requires much more time to check in so far that's made for some confusion and sometimes some very long 
lines this one here at dulles airport was a beaut when we got in line the the line was to the end of the airport 
it was at least a mile long so long it took six hours to reach the counter blame it on the fact that washington's 
other airport reagan national is still shut down also on all the flight cancellations causing extra ticket work but 
it's also caused by the new security which for now seems to mean hand searches of almost every bank there 
were even some plain clothed enforcement officers disguised as passengers to mingle in the crowds and 
watch and the expense of the new security along with lost business and delays will cost airlines billions 
america northwest and continental all say they're cutting back schedules permanently and continental will lay 
off 12 000 employees it's chairman gordon bethune this is a loss it's surely as if the airplanes or the bombs 
that struck this company or in our industry many airlines claim they're on the brink of bankruptcy meantime 
some airlines say they've seen a dramatic reduction in reservations for future flights in just the last five days 
well that'd be an indication that both leisure and business travels may have been traumatized by the events 
of the last week soledad bob do you expect that these changes in security procedures are essentially short- 


term while the investigation proceeds or do you think that now americans have to get used to a whole new 
way of flying well during the persian gulf war we have these same kind of things and they were short-term 
term then 
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short-term term then you just can't say whether this one is going to last or not i have a hunch at this time it's 
going to be for the longer term since this event was just so serious nbc is robert hager bob thank you very 
much for that and we'll be right back his work in lower manhattan taking on the monumental task of 
searching for the missing american officials are turning their thoughts to war whatever response is planned to 
the attacks on america it will likely involve great coordination and cooperation with nations around the world 
his majesty king abdullah of jordan is a key player in the middle east and he joins us this morning from 
amman jordan good morning your majesty thank you for joining us good morning you were in a plane 
heading to houston when you heard of the terrorist tax against the united states what was your first reaction 
well my first reaction was actually to continue to to be there to support our friends and our brothers um we 
have many colleagues in the united states and we wanted to be with them at this very difficult time but then it 
was obvious that the government and and the federal agencies would have been so busy with dealing with 
the catastrophe that it was easier to return home and we hope to be back in the states in the very near future 
within the next 10 days i hope and in fact you have been talking with secretary of state colin powell what 
exact support is jordan expected to give to the united states well we have been given obviously a 
tremendous uh support on the intelligence field in combating osama bin laden in specific uh over the past 
several years and obviously as the crisis unfolded we had our organizations working 110 to try and provide 
as much information to the catastrophe as quickly as possible obviously what other support that will be 
needed from jordan politically or otherwise we'll be there to stand with our friends in the united states when 
you see the extent of the damage when you hear of 
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extent of the damage when you hear of the estimates of lives lost what do you think is the appropriate 
response to the terrorists who committed this act against the u.s well i think all of us are horrified and and 
shocked by the images that we've seen and truly i mean i think our hearts go out to all the families of all the 
victims it was really a terrible terrible calamity and again i obviously i believe now that america is working 
very strongly to be able to work out the appropriate response i've heard that uh many people discuss uh the 
ways of being able to do that and i believe that uh justice uh must be served and i believe that uh working 
together will be able to identify the appropriate measures in the very near future when you say working 
together do you think other arab nations will support the u.s as was done back in the gulf war i absolutely 
believe so uh we have been fighting uh this type of terrorism in our part of the world for for many decades 
and we've been fighting it alongside with the united states and other countries around the world um so the 
coalition has been there for a long time uh it just now needs to be taken to another level and you will get the 
right support uh from the arab countries and the islamic countries that really abhor what they saw because 
this has nothing to do with islam or what arabs and muslims stand for the world over and given what you 
know about osama bin laden who has obviously been named as a primary suspect do you believe that this 
everything all the evidence does indeed point to him the information that is being uh put together by 
organizations intelligence organizations in this part of the world and in europe and the united states uh seem 
to lead more and more every day to it being linked to simon bin ladin or his organization i think that the final 
position will obviously come out in the very very near future we have heard reports of backlash against arab 
americans and muslims not only here in 
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americans and muslims not only here in the united states but really around the globe those reports must be 
particularly troubling to you it is troubling for a lot of us all over the world because obviously in in the united 
states in particular these are are loyal americans whether they come from arab origins or whether they 


believe in islam and that's really the the secret uh of success of the united states you've been the melting pot 
you've been the country the beacon that has brought peoples together um and uh americans of all walks of 
life are now standing together with members of the international community uh to combat this international 
phenomenon uh arabs and muslims have suffered from these people the world over and and this is the hope 
i think it's not only the physical damage that these people wanted to inflict on on the united states but also 
the moral damage to see if they could disintegrate the fiber of your ethics and the principles that america 
holds true and if they can bring people against each other if they can bring hatred um then these people will 
have won and i'm very very pleased to see the reaction of community leaders and the government of the 
united states and the world over to explain to people that this is not a race or cultural issue there's the 
phenomenon of international terrorism these are the bad guys and all of us together will have to work 
together to combat this and and this is what they've they've tried to destroy the fabric of what america and 
freedom and liberty stand for and we might make we must make sure that these people are not allowed the 
chance to win us at this game the country of jordan your father and now you have really played a pivotal role 
in trying to bring peace to the middle east do you think now as the united states talks of war there will ever be 
a sustained and lasting peace in the middle east obviously there has to i mean when we have the regional 
conflicts they have to be solved as quickly as possible and you have to understand that i think in combating 
international terrorism one of the front lines is going to be here in the middle east and that means that 
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the middle east and that means that countries such as jordan many other countries in the middle east uh 
who have been fighting this the this uh war of international terrorism uh is going to be put in the front line and 
until you solve some of the crisis problems that we have especially that of the palestinians and israelis um 
the fight is going to be all that more uh the harder and so we have to understand that uh um to aid us in 
winning and in combating this phenomenon once and for all we're going to have to find a final peaceful 
solution between the israelis and the palestinians as quickly as possible your majesty king abdullah of jordan 
thanks for joining us this morning we appreciate it thank you very much and we are back in just a moment 
but first this is today on nbc spiritual leaders nationwide have been counseling their congregations all week 
so many questions of faith and hope and loss to be addressed at this morning's prayer services reverend 
james a forbes is senior minister at the riverside church in manhattan dr forbes good morning good morning 
david dr forbes what will you be telling your parishioners this morning i will be telling my parishioners that we 
need as a nation to draw upon the rich spiritual resources we have to give us strength and vision clarity of 
action for the days ahead i will say to them that our bodies have been already equipped by god to know how 
to give us strength in the hour of grief so i'll be urging them to trust their bodies believe what your body tells 
you and i'll also say make sure that you reserve your strength be patient with yourself be patient with others i 
will tell them to draw on the rich heritage that is their own and to also respect other religious traditions 
everybody needs to draw from that which has given them strength in the past and we want to celebrate that i 
will tell 
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we want to celebrate that i will tell them to avoid the contamination of hate there is a virus of hate that will 
present itself in crisis times and we need to combat that with compassion and care i will tell them such things 
as let us be together as community do not be embarrassed to pray do not be embarrassed to go to houses of 
worship whether it's the synagogue the mosque or a church and let's also listen as we pray so that god may 
give us guidance to what we must do personally and also what we will begin to have to make decisions 
about as to what we do in the nation dr forbes you were there on friday afternoon when president bush met 
with the rescue workers at what we've come to call ground zero tell us about that moment that was a very 
special moment first of all to see all of the workers the firemen the the emergency workers the policemen to 
see them there and waiting to receive encouragement from the clergy and from our president it was a 
powerful moment to observe how old enemies politically were friends i saw mayor dinkins say to the 
president how much he appreciated what mayor giuliani had done but beyond that i looked and saw that 
vacant space and i just dared to believe that even though we have lost these towering expressions of our 


strength that god will give us strength to build again and as we build i will be encouraging our people found 
find the most solid moral and ethical foundation that will lead us to a world of justice and peace and 
compassion reverend dr james forbes thank you so much dr forbes my pleasure and we'll be back in just a 
moment 
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as we look at a live scene of the effort to continue to find victims and remove the debris from the twin towers 
here in new york city it's a chance for those of us who've covered this story for the past week to reflect on 
some of the moments it is incredible i mean you know the cameras to some degree really david as you know 
don't capture what lies ahead for these workers there is just tons and tons to do and of course the story of 
the recovery and the search for folks under the rubble will continue nbc's tim russert is preparing a special 
edition of meet the press that's coming up next good morning to you tim good morning soledad we're at 
green top in the shadows of the presidential retreat at camp david we'll have an exclusive interview with the 
vice president of the united states dick cheney the president the vice president and national security team 
have been meeting here for the last 36 hours will have a full opportunity to talk to the vice president about 
the crisis we face and how america will respond all coming up a special edition of meet the press all right tim 
we definitely will be watching that and we should mention of course david both you and i have been covering 
this story all week and it truly has been an extraordinary and an extraordinary extraordinarily horrible week 
that we have lived through i remember i was walking down the streets of 6th avenue in chelsea where i live 
when i saw the impact of the first plane which was was such a shock and then of course to watch the rest of 
what happened to the towers on television and you see so many people now missing the posters for 
example like this one this is 39 year old joseph allen he was one of the many people working at cantor 
fitzgerald on the 104th floor of course practically everyone from canter fitzgerald has been lost he was talking 
to his brother michael at the time of the impact of the collision and his brother obviously is just horribly upset 
let's listen to what he said i wish i could have helped him i knew he was scared 
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i knew he was scared and uh i love him i wish i could told him i love him i didn't think he was gonna die and 
it's so sad because of course that story um is truly a story we hear time and time again from from thousands 
of people now who've lost people for me the most poignant moment came friday morning when it was such a 
miserable cold awful day and we saw the rescue workers amidst the rubble it was just a very uplifting 
moment we leave you with images of this past week we have a breaking news story to tell you about 
apparently a plane has just crashed into the world trade center here in new york city it happened just a few 
moments ago apparently we have very little information available at this point in time oh another one just hit 
something else just hit a very large plane just flew directly over my building and there's been another 
collision can you see it i watched the plane fly into the world trade center it was a jet it was a very large plane 
it was unbelievable seeing this second jet come crashing into the second tower what is going on these 
pictures are beyond belief katie i don't want to alarm anybody right now but apparently there it felt just a few 
moments ago like there was an explosion of some kind here at the pentagon we just saw a live picture of 
what seemed to be a portion of the building falling away from the world trade center i don't know whether it's 
another explosion or a portion of the building falling away but something major just happened at that building 
on united airlines 93 the plane that crashed in pennsylvania tom burnett vice president of a medical devices 
company in northern california called his wife and indicated he and other passengers were trying to 
overcome the hijackers 
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oh my goodness oh my god i know that there's great concern over what the numbers of people lost are we 
don't know the answer to that the dimension will be very large these acts of mass murder were intended to 
frighten our nation into chaos and retreat but they have failed god and welcome to today on this wednesday 
morning in the morning people are waking up in disbelief there are still fires burning here in lower manhattan 


if there is a glimmer of hope it's this word is that some victims have survived in lower manhattan but again no 
signs of life and now the primary mission appears to be to recover the dead from this day forward we are 
operating with titan security this is all we got right now is pictures and memories three calls before after the 
first plane hit uh one call after the second plane hit and uh we haven't heard anything from him since as 
many as 50 000 some days were working or passing through there almost everyone knows someone who 
worked there or worked near there i have no intentions of discussing today what comes next but make no 
mistake about it your armed forces day three in the attack on america we are treating this as a rescue effort 
still this is not a recovery until can i get some water please can i give you some water i've never seen 
anything like it it's uh it's one of the worst things i've ever seen in my life we have 4 763 
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seen in my life we have 4 763 uh people on the missing persons list the firemen were phenomenal 
phenomenal they're true heroes they were there they went back in over and over again recovered and on its 
way to washington the black box from the plane that went down in pennsylvania i think about the families the 
children i'm a loving guy and i'm also someone however who's got a job to do and i intend to do it as we are 
taking these pictures it is pouring rain and these firefighters are on top of the rubble are you closer to 
determining we know we got a suspect september 11 will go down in our history as a day to remember we're 
all brothers we all got to stick together oh america on alert the first aerial view of ground zero in new york and 
on a day of prayer and patriotism the president urges america not to yield to terror our nation was horrified 
but it's not going to be terrorized 
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america on alert this is a special edition of nbc nightly news with tom brokaw good evening tonight president 
bush wants the american people to get on with the business of this country to make a statement to the 
terrorists by tomorrow going back to school back to the fields the factories in the shops at the same time he 
wants them to be alert to additional acts of terrorism as he puts this country on a war footing it was that kind 
of sunday prayer and mourning pep talks and war talk meanwhile in new york today the first devastating 
aerial pictures of the enormous scope of the destruction these from a u.s coast guard helicopter today 
showing the full extent of the damage and on the ground no survivors yet again today either here or at the 
pentagon new york's mayor raised the death toll again tonight 180 are confirmed dead 115 positively 
identified the number of missing in new york has risen as well to 597 and at new york st patrick's cathedral 
this afternoon one of thousands of services all over the nation a shaken country begins a new week and in 
many ways a new era we begin tonight with the massive efforts underway right now at the white house both 
on the domestic front and militarily we're joined by nbc's david gregory tonight david tom as you said today 
the president urged americans to return to work tomorrow saying the country will be horrified but not 
terrorized and at once trying to soothe the country and again prepare it for war the president said quote we 
will rid the world of evildoers amid visibly tighter security at the white house this afternoon the president and 
first lady returned from camp david mr bush aides say intent on giving the

mr bush aides say intent on giving the country a pep talk after a week of horror saying even as the 
government prepares for a massive military operation he has confidence in the resiliency of the u.s economy 
with the financial markets set to reopen tomorrow our economy will come back we'll still be the best farmers 
and ranchers in the world we're still the most innovative entrepreneurs in the world on this day of faith i've got 
i've never had more faith in america than i have right now calling the war on terrorists specifically osama bin 
laden a crusade the president said americans must be prepared for the sacrifice of war this will be a long 
campaign a determined campaign a campaign that will use the resources of the united states to win they 
have uh they have roused a mighty giant and uh make no mistake about it we're determined but again today 
the president cautioned the war will not end quickly pointing out that bin laden's organization al qaeda is 
spread throughout many countries and the american people must be patient i'm going to be patient but right 


now we're facing people who hit and run they hide in caves we'll get them out for now the administration is 
trying to build an international coalition of support for war and even as some european allies have raised 
concerns about the appearance that the u.s is inappropriately declaring war on the entire islamic world the 
president who huddled today with his national security adviser condoleezza rice said he has spoken to and 
received support from three key countries pakistan saudi arabia and india i gave them ample opportunity to 
say they were uncomfortable with our goal and the leaders you've asked about have have said they were 
comfortable they said we understand mr president we're with you in the week ahead white house horses say 
the president will be working on two 
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the president will be working on two tracks they'll be spending a lot of time trying to minister the country mrs 
bush will play a large role in that area as well and he will continue to develop a plan for war a key element of 
which is building an international coalition something the president is still trying to do tom thanks very much 
nbc's david gregory at the white house tonight the focus of the world tonight is on a remote and forbidding 
part of the world some of the most difficult landscape anywhere from just south of russia to the edge of the 
middle east and two countries are the primary concern pakistan cooperating so far with the u.s and its radical 
neighbor afghanistan widely believed to be the home to osama bin laden nbc's ron allen is in islamabad 
pakistan tonight ron tom again tonight osama bin laden issued a statement insisting that he had nothing to do 
with those terror attacks in the u.s still later this morning a team of pakistani officials will head to afghanistan 
to tell the taliban hand over bin laden or prepare to face a u.s led assault pakistan's decision to help the u.s 
has sparked angry protests orthodox muslims who say there's no proof bin laden was behind the attacks 
trying to force afghanistan to hand him over they say is a betrayal of islam we can't assist them america 
against a muslim country because we are muslim it is against our faith and against our religion pakistan fears 
the protest could trigger widespread unrest if this country has promised gives the u.s its full support 
pakistan's president spent the day struggling to convince a skeptical public that helping the u.s is in this 
country's best interest it's a challenge for many muslim leaders who support the u.s but where anti-american 
sentiment is strong especially because of its close relationship with israel you will get the right support from 
the arab countries and the islamic countries that really abhor what they saw because this has nothing to do 
with islam or what arabs and muslims stand for the world over 
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stand for the world over in afghanistan taliban leaders are reportedly fortifying bunkers and military 
installations urging their people to prepare for a holy war vowing to protect bin laden to the end a man they 
call a guest it is not up to the host to tell the guests to leave the house as the threat of war increases more 
refugees are fleeing the country today even the last foreign red cross staff left aid workers who usually stay 
behind during the worst conflicts already taliban officials have warned they will seek revenge against any 
nation that helps the united states attack meanwhile there are reports that bin laden and his family have 
moved to hideouts deep inside afghanistan tom thanks very much nbc's ron allen tonight in islamabad and 
out of the investigation which is moving forward around the world tonight and joining me from our terrorism 
task force is nbc's pete williams pete tom good evening the fbi makes more arrests today to hold people for 
further questioning as agents rush to find anyone with knowledge of terrorists still at large who could pose a 
danger of yet more attacks federal agents find a passport of one of the hijackers and the debris left from the 
terror attack on new york government officials tell nbc news tonight that the fbi is now intensely interested in 
two men brought to new york for questioning one now charged as a material witness the two were arrested 
last week on an amtrak train in fort worth texas at first they were detained for meeting the profile of drug 
couriers paying cash for their tickets but it turns out they were originally on a flight from newark airport the 
morning of the suicide attacks when domestic flights were grounded they switched to the train federal 
officials tell nbc news that the two identified as ayub khan and mohammed azmat appear to have links to the 
terrorist network behind tuesday's attack agents searched their new jersey apartment saturday in california 
today the owner of this san diego flight 
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the owner of this san diego flight school says his records show that two of the actual hijackers took a few 
lessons there last year the fbi says the two were aboard the plane that crashed into the pentagon the school 
says the two made clear they wanted to fly commercial jets they said they want to fly boy that's why i 
remember federal agents also focus on a man who last month showed up at a minnesota flying school 
offering 10 thousand dollars in cash for training on a jet simulator zacharias musawi has now been sent to 
new york for more questioning as the fbi investigates whether he has ties to the terrorist network in 
washington tonight congressional leaders are briefed at the fbi where the attorney general urges them to 
approve broader wiretapping powers allowing federal agents to tap any phone a suspect uses current law 
ties wiretaps to a specific phone number it simply doesn't make sense to have the surveillance authority 
associated with the hardware or with the phone instead of with the person or the terrorist but privacy 
advocates tonight urge congress not to act hastily when you expand the authority of government to conduct 
surveillance you necessarily create the opportunities for more innocent people to become the targets of 
investigative authority the fbi is also searching public libraries in south florida where it believes the hijackers 
may have used computers to communicate with each other and the fbi is asking all the nation's flight schools 
for their records of recent students tom thanks very much nbc's pete williams in washington tonight here in 
new york the enormous rescue and recovery effort keeps going night and day nbc's jim avila joins us now 
from downtown manhattan near ground zero jim tom there's no slow down here the firefighters continue to 
dig by hand looking for any sign of life the dogs continue to sniff for a cent but nothing just day after day of 
back breaking work that no one has the stomach to abandon day six and the first aerial pictures 
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day six and the first aerial pictures allowed of the devastation showing america the scope of the damage 
block after block of the nation's most densely packed neighborhood now only rubble the rescue workers call 
it the pit it's not a place where you want your average joe who wants to help to go down there and help a 
seven-story high pile refusing to yield a single life since wednesday you're doing a lot of work and seemed 
very almost no return you know like just really hard newark firefighter daniel kramer working the pit for three 
days sifting through the terrible rubble and rescuing no one you dig they dig it also you just hit this wall of 
steel and there's really nothing that you as a you know as a digger can do but the effort is still there the city 
and especially its fire department reluctant to change from rescue of lives to recovery of bodies but the reality 
is that in the last several days we haven't found anyone there is some scientific basis for limited hope experts 
say more than 99 percent of all building collapse survivors are found within the first 48 hours but in rare 
cases humans can survive that kind of disaster for as many as 10 to 14 days when you're dealing with five 
thousand people there's still a chance that there could be five survivors up to a week or so construction 
engineers say it's important to remember that this was not an ordinary building collapse the mass weight 
above in all probability collapsed any and everything in its path and i hate to say it but it's doubtful that any 
survivors are are going to be found so why keep digging in a pit so hopelessly deep i don't think that we 
could ever give up hope in fact those who have been through this before say as the days progress the 
rescue effort becomes as much for the living as for those who may be dead even after we knew there's not 
going to be anybody remaining alive in this situation it was still important that we were able to recover the 
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the the family's loved ones one firefighter told me today that working in the pit is like working in hell itself 
there's a stubborn fire burning beneath your feet you're surrounded by evil effects and no matter how much 
good you try to do there are no results tom thanks very much nbc's jim avila tonight near ground zero in 
lower manhattan tonight firsthand details of what it was like inside the white house as tuesday's attack 
unfolded vice president dick cheney was in his west wing office as the hijack planes hit the world trade center 
in an exclusive interview with tim rushford on nbc's meet the press today he gave him a detailed account of 
what he was doing when the worst foreign attack ever launched on u.s continental soil was launched a little 
before nine my speechwriter came in we were going to go over some speeches coming up and my secretary 


called in just as we were starting to meet just before nine o'clock and set up an airplane and hit the world 
trade center that was the first one that went in so we turned on the television and watched for a few minutes 
and then actually saw the second plane hit the world trade center and um the uh as soon as that second 
plane showed up that's what triggered the thought terrorism uh you sensed it immediately this is deliberate 
yeah then uh i convened in my office we started talking about the getting the counterterrorism task force up 
and operating i talked to the president while i was there over the next several minutes watching 
developments on television and as we started to get organized to figure out what to do my secret service 
agents came in and they under these circumstances they just move they don't say sir or ask politely they 
came in and said sir we have to leave immediately and grabbed me and and uh and literally grabbed you 
and moved you yeah and uh they're you know your feet touch the floor periodically but they're bigger than i 
am and they hoisted me up and moved me very rapidly down the hallway 
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moved me very rapidly down the hallway down some stairs through some doors and down some more stairs 
into an underground facility under the white house and uh it's a effect corridor locked at both ends and uh 
they did that because they'd received a report that an airplane was headed for the white house this is flight 
77. which is left 77 left dulles best we can tell they came initially at the white house and uh the plane actually 
circled the white house didn't circle it but was headed on a track into it taking it by radar and uh when it 
entered the the danger zone and looked like it was headed for the white house is when they grabbed me and 
evacuated me to the basement the plane obviously didn't hit the white house turned away and and we think 
flew a circle and came back in and then hit the pentagon and that's what the radar track looks like the result 
of that once i got down into the shelter uh the first thing i did there's a secure phone there first thing i did is 
pick up the telephone and call the president again who was still down in florida at that point and uh strongly 
urged him to delay his return you told him to stay away from washington i said delay your return we don't 
know what's going on here but it looks like you know we've been targeted vice president also told tim russell 
today that he recommended to the president that if necessary they would use fighter planes to shoot down 
any commercial airliner that might be headed for the u.s capitol or other washington buildings there is fresh 
evidence tonight of america's support for the bush administration in a new poll by nbc news in the wall street 
journal 78 percent of those question have a great deal or quite a bit of confidence in the president's ability to 
manage this crisis on the question of whether the united states should retaliate before being completely sure 
who was responsible for the attack 81 percent say the united states should wait which is what the president 
has said he plans to do almost three quarters believe the u.s 
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almost three quarters believe the u.s eventually will capture the prime suspect osama bin laden but that task 
will not be easy joining us from the pentagon tonight is nbc's jim kloszewski jim tom vice president dick 
cheney today called terrorism mean nasty dirty and dangerous and the u.s is preparing now to fully fight the 
terrorists on their own turf weekend warriors reservists at travis air force base california called up to help 
identify the dead still being recovered from beneath the rubble of last week's terrorist attack on the other side 
of the pentagon plans continue for retaliation possible open-ended airstrikes and a ground invasion against 
afghanistan which harbors the prime suspect osama bin laden but defense secretary donald rumsfeld said 
today the long-term battle will be fought in a different kind of war against an enemy that's difficult to target the 
terrorists who are attacking our way of life do not have army's navies or air forces they do not have capitals 
osama bin laden is constantly on the move often hiding in caves and many terrorist cells work in the heart of 
major cities surrounded by innocent civilians that makes conventional weapons like cruise missiles useless 
the u.s tried to kill bin laden in a missile strike three years ago but he escaped unharmed instead the u.s 
must engage in an entirely different kind of warfare these are people who operate in the shadows and we 
have to deal with them in the shadows that means high-risk small-scale commando raids by u.s special 
forces in the back waters and back alleys around the world to root out and kill terrorist cells one by one but 


military action is not america's only weapon the u.s will try to hit the terrorists where it hurts their bank books 
tracking and freezing the vast sums of money they need to operate this battle won't be easy there are 
terrorist cells in more than 50 countries around the world the cell that pulled off the terrorist 
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the cell that pulled off the terrorist attacks last week here in the u.s wasn't even detected until too late tom 
thank you very much nbc jim koshewski at the pentagon tonight and when we come back the new realities 
for american air travel what to expect when the stock market opens tomorrow the impact of the world trade 
center disaster on this nation is difficult to measure completely tonight but a hint can be found in our latest 
poll which discovered that as the day of terror was unfolding last tuesday one in six americans afraid a family 
member or a friend was in danger at the nation's airports the new security procedures aimed at preventing 
more attacks are creating problems tonight in air traffic we have nbc's robert hager now at washington's 
dulles airport robert tom with a tight security and it is tight the lines at airports everywhere are long very long 
and the number of planes flying is greatly reduced united for instance flew only one-fifth its normal sunday 
schedule most airlines now formally recommend arriving at the airport at least two hours before a domestic 
flight if not longer why because counter lines move so slowly often even passengers with e-tickets must first 
wait in those lines and once at the counter many check-in bags are now pulled aside to be checked 
thoroughly by hand or even sent away to go through big x-ray scanners and passengers can't leave the 
counter or even get a boarding pass until all checked luggage is okay and now there's much tougher 
personal screening too the machines set more sensitively than ever sound alarms even for metal buttons 
more passengers than ever must be screened again with wines even coffee cups have to be opened and 
shown and all sharp objects are seized even nail clippers here at dulles airport we followed george and 
yvonne dodsworth through this maze today well i guess it's going to be another two hours an hour and a half 
before we get up there 
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hour and a half before we get up there it took them two and a half hours but they'd allowed plenty of extra 
time that's not bad our plane doesn't leave until four o'clock this afternoon changes on planes may come too 
today the government asked a new task force to look into strengthening cockpit doors making them tougher 
for a hijacker to open but transportation secretary norman minetta warned their problems for pilots if you 
close the door and like a bank vault sit there and seal the cockpit it makes it tough airlines warn the costs of 
the new security and lost business will mount into the billions and threaten some with bankruptcy they're 
forced to pay back passengers for cancelled tickets too if you have a flight that you're going to go on 
between now and september 25th for example every airline is basically saying we'll refund your money in full 
without any penalties or restrictions or fees today delta became the latest to cut back its schedule 
permanently by 20 joining united american and northwest meantime the government said today it hopes 
eventually to reopen washington's reagan national airport but with major restrictions and the timetable isn't 
clear yet tom thanks very much nbc's robert hager tonight at washington's dulles airport the world trade tower 
stood as a symbol of course of this economic power in this country the new york stock exchange nearby 
which has been closed since tuesday's attack resumes trading tomorrow from the stock exchange floor 
tonight maria bartoroma of cnbc maria what do they expect tomorrow morning a lot of these big institutions 
going to have some buy orders to prop up the market well probably tom i would think that most people would 
like to see a strong market tomorrow just for the sense of patriotism of course there have been worries that 
we would see a decline no doubt we'll see a lot of volatility it's anyone's guess really where the market goes 
but i would expect uh probably a decline and then an effort to take the market higher a lot of the people that 
i've been talking to in the financial sector in the last two days are saying it's very important for the american 
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it's very important for the american people to have a sense of confidence about the long-term economy 
absolutely and there is that conference certainly on the part of the leaders officials on the federal level 
tomorrow will be a big test there has been testing going on here at the new york stock exchange all weekend 
with regards to connectivity making sure the merrill lynches of the world and other large brokerage firms can 
actually get their orders to the floor here at the exchange and have those orders uh processed dick grasso 
the ceo of the exchange says that he's confident that things will move smoothly and move efficiently one of 
the things that we have not talked very much about is the fact that because this disaster occurred in the heart 
of the financial district there was an enormous loss of intellectual potential if you will a lot of young people 
and a lot of elder a lot of senior people as well in those banking firms in the world trade center absolutely tom 
i think that that impact does not change overnight there was a real loss of brain trust some talented people at 
some of the largest brokerage firms and investment banks that will be with us for some time to come there is 
a psychological impact on all of this that uh will just be here and certainly change the way people do 
business and uh the tone of business is there any speculation down there but a lot of the financial sector 
moving out of new york city maybe across the river and in new jersey there has been that speculation in fact 
already you have been seeing a reluctance to really just be in this city people have been leaving the city 
going to connecticut or just any other areas that are busy with business and there is a big portion of wall 
street firms that actually have already moved to connecticut not since tuesday but there has been an effort to 
do that over the last year or so i would expect that that certainly would accelerate with this development 
thank you so much tonight cnbc's maria bartoroma will who will be at her post tomorrow for the opening of 
the stock exchange mayor giuliani is scheduled to ring the bell in a moment how this national family is 
moving through the grieving process 
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so that comment you made the other day about the person with a different skin color or religion or language 
you didn't really mean anything by it right but someone could get hurt maybe even your own kid when kids 
repeat your racist remarks or your prejudice jokes it can hurt them as much as the people it's aimed at don't

new week and while none of that other stuff will go away it is the beginning of the next phase of our lives the 
time after the attack the time to rebuild in so many ways nbc chip reid tonight on how that journey begins in 
the neighborhoods around ground zero fourteen thousand businesses in lower manhattan were affected by 
the world trade center disaster many destroyed others will take weeks even months to reopen but here on 
streets that just a few days ago were deserted and covered with ash there are already signs of recovery 
many damaged stores already open hundreds of others plan to open monday thousands of tons of debris 
and trash ready to be carted off reminders of the horror of tuesday september 11th are everywhere still the 
fighting spirit here lives on this is new york city i mean you can't just dump this section because there was a 
tourist section over there it's going to be probably slower the first couple of weeks but then i'm sure 
eventually we're going to just come back as normal i mean we got to come we got to normalize their life i 
mean otherwise they won't but many here admit they're going about daily activities that are normal only in 
appearance i don't think normal is possible right now especially here i think that we've been doing somewhat 
normal things because we have to do them but it's been anything but normal just feel a sense of hope you 
know helplessness and hopelessness but i know we will get stronger from this and i love my country from 


coast to coast today there were demonstrations of patriotic fervor from little haiti in miami all the way to 
southern california but some of the most powerful expressions of national strength and national unity today 
were made in 
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national unity today were made in churches where pastors and priests across the country say attendance 
exceeded anything they have ever seen an overflow crowd of thousands at st patrick's cathedral in midtown 
manhattan in harlem at abyssinian baptist church an outpouring of grief and a celebration of life and at the 
crystal cathedral in southern california a day of prayer and patriotism and a determination that this nation will 
overcome chip read nbc news new york that's nightly news i'll see you later this evening they have made a 
terrible mistake they have roused a mighty giant tonight the president returns to the white house the vice 
president reaffirms america's message if you provide sanctuary to terrorists to face the full wrath of the 
united states of america the taliban is defiant it will not surrender the world's most wanted terrorists the 
national guard patrols ground zero where fading hope mingles with harsh reality we haven't found anyone 
the losses here are staggering and rescuers push on past exhaustion these are true american heroes heavy 
hearts turn to faith can america return to routine it's going to happen the new york stock exchange is going to 
open what lies ahead for this island and this nation what counts now is not a difference what counts now is 
that we are all one tonight america on alert good evening i'm tom brokaw and today brought the end of a 
week that will change this nation forever tomorrow begins a week in which americans will be 
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begins a week in which americans will be asked to try to get back to business as usual a direct request from 
the president in washington tomorrow business as usual will be planning for what the president has called 
the first war of the 21st century many americans spent today looking to their faith for comfort dateline stone 
phillips joins us from outside new york st patrick's cathedral tonight take us through all of the day's late 
developments stone tom the sirens that have been so constant all over this city this week had some 
competition today from the church bells ringing out in churches all over new york and i can tell you the 
rescue workers down at ground zero heard it because i was there and when the bells told the workers pause 
if just for a moment it is grim work they are doing behind me here at st patrick's cathedral an evening service 
has spilled out onto the sidewalks this is a scene that has been repeated at many churches today sunday 
morning from the nation's houses of worship words of healing we're going to be all right beloved because 
there's a god somewhere and that god is watching over us on the nation's airwaves words of warning if you 
provide sanctuary to terrorists you face the full wrath of the united states of america at 9 00 a.m vice 
president cheney leading a phalanx of officials builds the case for retaliation and prepares the nation for a 
long struggle important for people to understand that this is a long-term proposition it's not like well even 
desert storm where we had a build up for a few months four days of combat and it was over with uh this is 
going to be the kind of work that will probably take years they have no battleships they have no aircraft 
carriers these are people who operate in the shadows and we have to deal with them in the shadows don't 
always think of it in terms of just military terms but there's there 
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just military terms but there's there are a lot of other things we can do with respect to the pressure that we 
can put on countries that uh harbor or provide a haven for terrorists oh another one just hit something else 
just hit a very large plane just flew directly over my building the vice president also describes those first awful 
moments as the attack unfolded and the immediate decisions that had to be made about life and death i 
suppose the toughest decision was this question of whether or not we would intercept incoming commercial 
aircraft and we decided we decided to do it so if the united states government became aware that a hijacked 
commercial airline was destined for the white house or the capital we would take the plane down yes the 
president made the decision on my recommendation also more confirmation that osama bin laden and his 
organization lead the list of suspects and this intriguing exchange is there any international law or united 


states law which would prohibit us from killing him if we found him not in my estimation tim but i'd have to 
check with the lawyers on that obviously the morning also brings more assurances from pakistan a potential 
staging area for military strikes that it will stand with the u.s in the fight against terrorism nbc's andrea 
mitchell president musharraf talking to president bush personally for 10 minutes has promised full 
cooperation from islamabad pakistan's capital there is action to back up those assurances nbc's tom aspell 
reports that within the next day the pakistanis plan to send a delegation to neighboring afghanistan now we 
understand from foreign ministry officials here that the delegation will point out the realities of the situation to 
the taliban and will ask them to hand over osama bin laden in the streets just outside islamabad a sign of the 
political peril that may lie ahead for the government there islamic fundamentalists rally in support of the 
taliban and against the united states according to the afghan islamic press 
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according to the afghan islamic press this morning bin laden himself in a statement faxed from an 
undisclosed location denies any involvement in the attacks on america quote the u.s is pointing the finger at 
me but i categorically state that i have not done this we've had the most horrible attack in the history of the 
city but the stark facts of the disaster are hard to overcome as the numbers rise the numbers now are 180 
confirmed dead 115 of whom have been identified and 65 unidentified and the number of missing is 5097 
that we have now registered the recovery effort continues and the hope is still there the losses here are 
staggering for inspiration mayor giuliani invokes the words and memory of another leader who had to pull his 
people through terrible adversity winston churchill the leader of war-torn england who saw his country 
through the battle of britain with bombings every day once said courage is rightly esteemed the first of 
human qualities it's now eleven o'clock i have just seen ground zero from up close i was not allowed to bring 
a camera crew with me but i can tell you the enormity of what they're facing down there is just overwhelming 
challenging not only the rescuers but investigators as well remember you're looking not only at a rescue 
operation but a gigantic crime scene a high-ranking fbi official on the scene tells me this morning the focus is 
a systematic grid search agents starting from several blocks out in every direction working from the outside 
in searching for evidence the fbi tells noc news it was some distance from ground zero that a civilian found 
the passport lying on the 
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civilian found the passport lying on the street belonging to one of the suspected hijackers it's an indication of 
just how widely dispersed the evidence could be so far the number of persons detained by investigators 
more than 25 including the arrest of another material witness announced this morning this afternoon 
transportation secretary norm mineta announces the formation of task forces to improve security on planes 
and at the nation's airports this past week requires us to develop a new system that will move people and 
commerce Safely and efficiently and that is the mission before us at 3 20 president bush returns to the white 
house from camp david he dismisses bin laden's denial of involvement in the attacks no question he is the 
prime suspect no question about that the president calls on americans to be vigilant we need to be alert to 
the fact that um that these evil doers still exist and he expresses optimism about how the nation and its 
economy will respond to this crisis i have great faith in the resiliency of the economy and uh no question 
about it this incident uh affected our economy but the market's open tomorrow people go back to work and 
we'll show the world preparations for reopening the financial markets continue today more tests at the new 
york stock exchange to make sure all systems are in order when the bell rings monday morning the big 
question what will happen when the big board lights up again i think the odds are that what we're going to 
see is a period where prices are not particularly trustworthy they'll be down they'll be up and and you'll get a 
kind of back and forth and back and forth and back and forth until they come to something like an equilibrium 
whether that equilibrium is going to be up or down we really don't know at the pentagon today the economics 
of 
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at the pentagon today the economics of rebuilding damage estimates jumping from 100 million dollars to 
several hundred million dollars but there is one number that drops here the estimated death toll by one after 
it is discovered that one victim has been counted twice as the day draws to a close in new york no rescues to 
report but one grateful survivor returns a police officer trapped for five hours before he was pulled out on 
tuesday i want to let the rescuers know that if i can survive that other people can survive also and to 
remember that as they're digging down there daylight stone phillips tonight with a complete wrap up on what 
has happened on this day as we go into the evening and there are late developments in the investigation as 
we go into this evening pete williams joins us now from washington he is part of nbc's terrorism task force 
pete what do you have for us well tom the number of arrests is growing now up to a handful a number that's 
growing people held on material witness charges which gives the fbi more time to question them because 
agents are in a rush to find anybody who knows about the terrorist network they obviously want to find any 
terrorists who are out there but anyone who who knows about those who are still at large who could be 
planning yet more attacks now among the developments of those we know have been held on these material 
witness charges one man at jfk airport who was part of the reason for that confusion at new york's three 
airports on thursday one of two and possibly by this hour both men who are on an amtrak train picked up in 
fort worth texas after they had to get off their plane that originated in newark on the morning of the suicide 
flights at first authorities thought they were drug couriers but then it was discovered they were carrying box 
knives a large amount of cash and one official tells us tonight that lead is extremely promising authorities are 
also now asking every flight training school in the nation which is certainly more than about fifteen hundred to 
give the fbi all its 
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fifteen hundred to give the fbi all its records of recent student enrollment obviously many of the hijackers the 
fbi says now enrolled in those flight schools and learned how to fly big jets at flight schools in the u.s so they 
want to look at everybody who is in those flight schools to see if there are more potential hijackers out there 
and also today the attorney general asked congress for broader authority to do wiretaps under current 
wiretap law the fbi must ask a federal judge everywhere it wants to do a wiretap for permission to tap just a 
single number in that location but the fbi says that is old law for old technology the attorney general today 
says potential terrorists can throw cell phones away as quickly as they get them changing numbers they 
want authority to trace people not just phone numbers tom all right thanks very much pete williams with the 
latest on the investigation some startling new footage now has emerged taken from the eye of the swirling 
storm of debris as the buildings came down a woman on the ground in lower manhattan captured this with a 
home video camera just as the second tower collapsed oh don't open the door get away from the window oh 
my god thank you thank you thank you oh my god 
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oh my god you're right oh my god you saved my life you saved my life thank you thank you thank you thank 
you you can see more of those dramatic pictures and stories tonight on a special edition of msnbc 
investigates 24 hours at ground zero that's one a.m eastern time 10 pacific on msnbc at ground zero where 
no one has been found alive since tuesday one official said today we can't even find concrete it's now just 
dust nbc's jim avila tonight joins us from ground zero jim tom there is in fact a change of attitude here at 
ground zero but people are saying the firefighters who are there they're beginning to show some of the 
weariness that they've been searching for so long since wednesday as a matter of fact without finding 
anyone alive there's evidence that there that the firefighters themselves finally are beginning to realize the 
chances of finding anyone alive there are more and more slim that it's changing into a recovery type of 
operation an opportunity to try to find the bodies of their co-workers and of the other people who may have 
died and are still missing in this huge pile this these pictures from the air that we were just seeing a moment 
ago were taken today and really show the depth and the uh the the the breadth of what's happened here and 
how these are blocks and blocks of a devastation as you say tom uh the people we've been talking to have 
been there digging tell us that uh that what they do is they dig out by hand as much as they can it's almost 


scooping it out into buckets and moving it away until they hit solid concrete or solid steel and then they're 
stopped it's a very frustrating work and so far a work with hardly any results non-zero and in the midst of all 
that bleak news 
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and in the midst of all that bleak news from ground zero there are some scattered bright spots moments of 
light punctuating the days of darkness here's dateline's edie magnus was one of them it was an island of 
hope in a sea of chaos nyu downtown medical center the hospital closest to the world trade center keeping 
order amid the madness dr howard beaton chief of surgery and emergency services this is in every way 
comparable to a war zone into a battlefield that first night a dateline producer followed dr beaton with a small 
digital camera as he went from bed to bed in the intensive care unit this is the place though where life hangs 
in the balance that's correct one of the first victims brought in minutes after the attack was a young woman 
who appeared to be in her late twenties this was originally jane doe number one this was a woman who was 
injured from when the first plane struck in the er dr jerry ginsberg a plastic surgeon found jane doe number 
one hanging on to life by a thread put intravenous fluids in her and essentially took this lady who was 
absolutely bleeding to death stabilized her so that i could then bring her to the operating room and again the 
team would be her legs were almost cut off cut off apparently by debris falling to the street we have been told 
that what hit her was the landing gear of the plane if it had been a few inches further forward it would have hit 
her in the head and she would have never made it here the trauma team operating on jane doe had few 
options and even less time her legs they concluded should be amputated and fast one of our superb 
surgeons came in well trained in trauma and he looked at the team the four of us working he said in his 
australian accent for god's sakes

in his australian accent for god's sakes cut him off we've got to get going and that was actually superb 
trauma training you don't waste time on things that are non-reconstructable you save the blood you get the 
job done but one surgical team member a foot specialist begged for more time before going through with the 
amputation doctor bob nick said i think i can save these feet i'm going to go a little slowly and i'm going to get 
it fixed surgeons worked for hours slowly meticulously reconstructing her lower torso her legs her feet as i'm 
operating on her and i'm looking at her and i'm saying it's not jane doe number one it's somebody who's got 
gorgeous dark curly hair and she's probably late twenties or thirty you do think about uh if dr botwinner can 
put these feet back on what is she gonna do with these feet and i'm desperate to know who is jane doan 
number one remarkably doctors were able to save jane doe's feet and legs but when she came out of 
surgery the trauma team still had no idea who this woman was it wasn't until eight hours later when despite 
having a tube down her throat she managed to whisper her name and phone number when i got her name 
and telephone number and i spoke to her fiance who answered the phone and i heard the word fiance i said 
well because of nelson at her wedding she will dance on her own feet and not on prosthesis at home on new 
york's upper west side greg saint john had been frantic for hours unable to find the woman he was to marry a 
year from this month and then his phone rang i waited about eight hours through the day until the surgeons 
called me and they asked if i would possibly know jane down number one for any reason and i asked if it was 
debbie and they said yeah they think she's a debbie best phone call of your life absolutely okay this is debbie 
hey debbie okay 
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okay this is debbie hey debbie okay it turns out jane doe number one is 30 year old debbie martinfeld from 
new york city four days after nearly losing her life debbie was finally able to breathe on her own and to talk 
although her voice was just a whisper i understand you're getting married next september i have an amazing 
fiance he's one of those few special people in life that i know i have found a truly unique and vibrant person 
i'm sure he feels the same way debbie told us that on tuesday she'd gone to work early at the american 
express office in the world trade center what i remember is walking down to this subway to the street and 


looking up and seeing the top of the building and fire going oh yeah that's not true that can't be true and then 
i remember seeing the other tower explode and know that i had to run with my life that's all i debbie's 
recovery will be long and slow but she's off to a start that's nothing short of amazing thanks to the helping 
hands of strangers who have now become lifelong friends i'm so thrilled and so impressed with the people 
who spend time with me they have changed my life for the better and i love them i don't want to lose touch 
whether it hit your job or not you didn't have to go to this extent she's in the icu the day after this amazing 
trauma she's had at this point 30 units of blood the two between her vocal cords who can't speak the 
devastating injury and the fact that 
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the devastating injury and the fact that we've changed the shape of her backside and put it back on missing 
certain parts and she's desperate to grab a tablet to write to me so doc my butt's smaller and i said my kind 
of woman it's unbelievable to just be able to have her smile at me and as soon as she opened her eyes and 
looked at me she grabbed my hand i said my name is debbie and she wouldn't let go of me because we both 
started crying she's gonna live and we're gonna go to her wedding we needed that story tonight when 
president bush arrived back at the white house today from camp david he said it was time for the american 
people to go back to their shops to their fields and factories it's time to get back to work the new york stock 
exchange will reopen tomorrow morning after the longest shutdown since the great depression but america's 
financial heart sustained some grievous wounds in tuesday's attack are the markets ready dateline's jane 
pauley joins us now with the word on wall street jane well tom the word on wall street is yes even as 
thousands lie missing or dead in the rebel of the world trade center not a half a mile away to show the 
criminals they failed but another word is calm which is what experts are hoping for when trading resumes at 
9 30 tomorrow morning when investors signal how they feel in this new world we're waking up to new york is 
the undisputed financial capital of the world and perhaps no street on earth is as famous as wall street 
certainly tomorrow all eyes will be focused on the big board when trading resumes on the floor of the new 
york stock exchange the man who says he's absolutely confident the markets are all systems go is richard 
grasso the chairman and ceo of the new york stock exchange mr grasso i have seen that you feel that you 
are ready to open but that it won't be fully operational what do you mean by not fully operational well jane i i 
don't know who's given you that 
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jane i i don't know who's given you that suggestion clearly we will ring the opening bell at 9 30 tomorrow and 
this marketplace as we've come to admire it in this country over the last 209 years will indeed be fully 
operative there's no way to tell how well the infrastructure will handle orders tomorrow or what the volume 
will be telephone and computer systems in downtown new york were wiped out last week the local power 
company is asking businesses there to use as little power as possible but muriel siebert a street veteran 
who's ceo of her own brokerage firm if by chance we're making a mistake we're going to find that out very 
fast and we can close the markets but i think it's imperative that we do open them and try what's going to 
happen with if volume is excessive and do you expect it to be i would expect a lot of volume on the opening 
we've had a market that has not been open for four market days consider the logistics for one thing how to 
get as many as a hundred thousand workers back into the financial district and many don't even have offices 
anymore nine thousand merrill lynch employees were displaced when one of two buildings it occupies 
downtown was so damaged that david kamanski chairman and ceo says they won't be back in it for a year 
how can you do business with 9 000 displaced persons well let's let's say they uh are displaced to other 
locations but certainly not without homes our people have really the the miracle-like work over the last couple 
of days we have moved many of our people over to space we had in new jersey we think we've identified 
space for about 7 500 to 8 000 people but we'll be up and running and ready to go tomorrow morning some 
people are quoting fdr 1933 we have nothing to fear but fear itself but in this case that's 
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but fear itself but in this case that's not quite true uh there's something additional perhaps to fear do you think 
people are literally going to be physically afraid to go back down to the financial district well this is an 
eventuality we're planning for i think we have to be realistic about this uh unfortunately i think there will be a 
number of people who don't want to come back downtown to work but nonetheless this is something we are 
anticipating we are offering counseling to our people and it is something we are going to deal with david 
humphreyville oversees trading for several firms on the floor of the new york stock exchange he also lives 
nearby and was on his way to work when he saw the planes hit and yet he wants to go back i think that 
everyone i've talked to believes it's the thing to do as long as it doesn't interfere with any rescue recovery 
efforts which it won't that it's it's the right thing to do and i think it's also a cathartic thing for new york the 
securities and exchange commission has enacted some emergency measures to try and prevent a market 
free fall tomorrow new regulations allowing companies to buy back their own stock will help boost demand 
but there's no reliable bellwether of what will happen and many market strategists are telling their clients that 
tomorrow will be a buying opportunity others call it the patriotic thing to do to show the world our economy 
can't be brought down by terrorists can you explain to me how patriotism is is going to be a factor on the floor 
on the trading floor what does patriotism mean patriotism is helping to motivate people uh to help bring out 
the best in them up until this point in time i do think though that there's a very unusual spirit at work uh in the 
entire country particularly on 
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uh in the entire country particularly on wall street that is very very focused on getting up and going what do 
you expect them to open out in the morning well history would tell you that in times like this the market's 
usually open lower uh and then after a period of time sometimes the same day sometimes subsequent days 
uh the markets rally if there is a whiff of panic is there going to be a lot of regret that people were premature 
and ringing the bell at 9 30 on monday morning no because i don't think the ability the question of the market 
going up and down up or down is is what should govern whether the market opens or not certainly if the 
infrastructure holds up uh power electric communications both within the firms and from the firms to the 
exchanges well i i would expect the markets will open and then we'll see where the financial system takes it 
sectors that might not fare well in this dangerous new world include aviation insurance tourism but some 
stocks food pharmaceuticals alcohol and tobacco traditionally hold up in a crisis of course most americans 
don't invest they owe are you more worried now about a recession or or no more worried i i personally am 
more worried because i think that the consumers could pull in their horns and our economy today is two- 
thirds consumer a lot of people didn't work last week and they're not going to get paid and they live there's a 
lot of people in our country that live hand-to-mouth paycheck to paycheck so we're going to have to show 
them some niceness tomorrow morning you're going to get calls from your clients what am i supposed to do 
muriel i will say first of all if if you do not have margin or if you do not have money to back up your margin 
please don't do any more buying i mean you've got to be able to 
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buying i mean you've got to be able to own what you buy outright tomorrow when the market opens new york 
city firefighters and police will ring the bell then there will be two minutes of silence followed by traitors 
singing god bless america after that it's anybody's guess is it possible that the 21st century can't sustain one 
single physical financial capital and that new york city will cease to be the financial capital of the world jane 
for 209 years we have been the epicenter of financial services you'd be surprised to learn that 90 of what we 
do today we do in cyberspace from an order standpoint i think it's very important for your viewers to 
understand that technology and people blend together to create the world's deepest most admired capital 
market new york city will indeed rebuild the new york stock exchange although untouched by this tragic act of 
of absolute cowardice is in the middle of a planning for a new facility in the general area right where i'm 
standing and that's going to go forward this city has been the capital of capital and will be the capital of 
capital a piece of free financial advice comes from many voices including merrill lynch's commandscape 
using a particularly ominous metaphor he cautions step back from the maelstrom and do not make decisions 
based on emotion tom thank you very much dateline's jane pauley tonight now we want to go to cnbc's ron 


ansana who joins us now and this morning vice president dick cheney in his exclusive interview with tim 
russert all but declare that we are in a recession and that goes of course uh with a great strain on the system 
itself ron and tom you know many feared that we were in a recession prior to the activity on tuesday the the 
vice president acknowledging that this event is going to be quite costly possibly to the tune 
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to be quite costly possibly to the tune of a hundred billion dollars or more when all of the damage is added up 
it's certainly the type of strain that could tip the economy into a technical recession how policy makers 
respond going forward is really going to be the key and what about the institutions do you think they'll be 
buying big tomorrow morning to try to get a psychological floor under the market well certainly deep pocketed 
corporations are going to time their purchases well and may step in if the market looks vulnerable to a steep 
decline u.s corporations as you heard have some new ability to buy at all times of the day so we may see a 
lot of buying sometime tomorrow tom all right thanks very much cnbc's ron and sana tonight the world has 
seldom been as united in its condemnation and its determination as it has been since tuesday's attack and 
joining us now for his first interview since the attacks is the u.n secretary general kofi annan secretary first of 
all thank you very much for joining us tonight are you hearing any objections to the united states political 
coalition from your members no tom i think the members have been quite united the security council acted 
promptly promptly issuing a very strong resolution it was followed by a resolution by the general assembly 
urging all nations around the world to cooperate in getting to the bottom of this and to fight against terrorism 
as we move forward there has been some remarks coming from across the atlantic saying that one has to 
also be cautious and it should be handled in such a way that it does not become divisive within and between 
nations the french for example are stepping back just a bit tonight they have said that i think the british have 
also said we need to be careful and this is not a blank check and i noticed the russians have also made of 
the statement but and i just before i came here i got a letter from president hatami offering his condolence 
and indicating that they are prepared to join the fight against terrorism is the administration keeping 
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terrorism is the administration keeping you up to date on its plans broadly speaking they're not going to give 
away military operations or other secret political moves but by and large are they keeping you up to date on 
what they have in mind yes i'm in touch with them but i don't think we've got to the stage where they they 
have shared any information with me as to details of their plans but what is important is that they are 
determined to work with other governments to ensure that there is political pressure there is information 
sharing there's logistics and even in the financial areas cutting off financial uh supply to to terrorists i think 
there's a lot that they are doing with other countries and can do with other countries pakistan plainly is going 
to be a key player in all this united states is according to all reports offering to lift some economic sanctions 
that it has imposed on pakistan have the pakistanis been in touch with you asking for u.n sanctions for any 
kind of an operation not yet the pakistan has not made that request but what it has indicated is that it will 
cooperate fully with the united states and the international community in the fight against terrorism and so i 
think the the u.s will be dealing directly with pakistan on this uh mr secretary as you know these terrorist cells 
are not concentrated just in afghanistan or in the outlying countries near and around afghanistan but around 
the world do you think in fact that the united states and even an international political coalition can be 
successful in wiping out terrorism i think it's going to be a long fight we can succeed if the governments come 
together and work together if no one gives them sanctuary or supports their activities i was discussing this 
with my colleagues the other day and we made the analogy between thieves and receivers that some judges 
will tell you there will be no thieves if there were no receivers and i think if the terrorists were not given 
shelter and people were 
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were not given shelter and people were not supporting the operations and governments came together to to 
work as one in fighting this cage i think we will make progress but it is going to take time and in fighting the 
terrorism i think we also have to be careful not to create the impression that they all come from one religion 
or one region because the leaders in the middle east themselves have been victims of terrorism and they are 
against a terrorist and so i think they can be very good partners in the coalition that one is putting together to 
fight the terrorists mr secretary a friend of yours the former united states ambassador to the united nations 
thinks that it would be a good idea if we indicted the suspects as war criminals that would give the united 
states then legal cover to go after those countries that are harboring them that's the suggestion from 
ambassador richard holbrook do you think that's a good idea i think we we have indicted a few people quite a 
few political and other military leaders since the bosnian war and the rwandan war but of course you have to 
come up with a tribunal in all these cases we had to set up ad hoc tribunal for one for yugoslavia one for 
rwanda and now we are talking of one for sierra leone and possibly one for cambodia and this of course links 
up with attempts to set up a standing and permanent international criminal court where people who commit 
crimes against humanity can be brought before these courts and be prosecuted u.n secretary general kofi 
annan thank you so much for being with us tonight thank you very much tom president bush has talked 
repeatedly about finding those responsible for the attacks and as he put it smoking them out of their holes we 
all know that that will not be easy and the bush administration has made it clear it will 
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administration has made it clear it will not be quick tonight dateline's john huckenberry shows us why as he 
gives us a rare inside look at the prime suspect osama bin laden and his shadowy network of terrorists track 
with a steely candor vice president cheney introduced america today to its new worst enemy and it's bigger 
than osama bin laden it looks as though the responsible organization was a group called al-qaeda the name 
al-qaeda in arabic means the base and there are references to it throughout the thousands of pages of the 
trial of osama bin laden for the u.s embassy bombings if al-qaeda was responsible for last week's attacks it is 
undoubtedly capable of many more what we have to do is take down those networks of terrorist 
organizations and as i say i think this is going to be a struggle that the united states is going to be involved in 
for the foreseeable future to its latest victim the pentagon it is elusive its name appears on no map it is 
answerable to no political authority al qaeda thrives in the shadows yet for years it has been well known to 
every young islamic militant anxious to join in its anti-western cause since the 1980s author and terrorism 
investigator steve emerson says osama bin laden and his organization have been looking for more than just 
a few good men osama was basically an employment and recruitment agency for the tens of thousands of 
young muslim youth who had nothing to do and they were suddenly mobilized by this incredible charismatic 
call to carry out jihad a resurrection of an old militant islamic doctrine and for them this was the best mission 
the greatest mission in life of of serving uh allah they may be paid by osama's millions but it is allah they 
believe they are serving and it is this that makes al qaeda so unlike anything the pentagon has ever had to 
deal with before vice president cheney was talking about a strategic reality today when he said he's the 
target at the moment 
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said he's the target at the moment but i don't want to to convey the impression that somehow you know if we 
had his head on a platter today that that would solve the problem it won't that's because unlike other 
networks u.s counterterrorism forces have dealt with there's no clear chain of command here you can't make 
an organizational chart like you might with the mafia the kgb or the military arms of the plo a chart which 
might tell you whom to assassinate or where to infiltrate al qaeda isn't organized this way it's everywhere and 
nowhere at the same time so if the leaders of the movement said we're moving to chechnya we're moving to 
bosnia we're moving to the philippines we're opening up jihad fronts in palestine they would follow blindly and 
they did and that's why we see fronts on more than 18 different countries today and that's a conservative 
estimate osama bin laden can apparently field terror operations from perhaps two dozen countries in two 
hemispheres on at least five continents what is now al-qaeda came out of the afghan war against the soviets 
in the 1980s when that war ended osama bin laden took the reins of a rag-tag group of unemployed fanatics 


and gave them all paychecks and missions the al qaeda network was really osama's first effort to control an 
organization by himself he did so and he expanded by then co-opting and collaborating with other militant 
islamic groups such as the egyptian islamic jihad such as bangladeshi jihad groups pakistani jihad groups 
and thereby extend his influence by simply adding and merging and acquiring other movements into his large 
organization in terms of the sophistication of it it's interesting to look at because clearly what happened is 
you you got some people committed to to die in the course of the operation you got them visas got them 
entered to the united states but what is most troubling about al qaeda is that while it is financed from the top 
down it is not directed from the top terrorism experts believe bin laden gives money to 
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experts believe bin laden gives money to teams of people who apply for grants much like scientists apply for 
research money then they are on their own their progress may be monitored as well as their credibility 
expenses are covered like tuition to flight school but al qaeda fighters may be more like murderous 
anonymous freelancers than foot soldiers who in this case operated well below the pentagon's radar 
certainly we were surprised in the sense that um you know there had been uh information coming in that a 
big operation was planned but that's sort of a trend that you see all the time in these kinds of reports but we 
didn't specific threat no specific threat involving uh really a domestic operation or involving what happened 
obviously so clearly we were surprised by what happened here through european media osama bin laden 
issued a denial today that he directed last week's attack i categorically state that i have not done this he said 
through a spokesman but true or not it's the second line of the denial that is most chilling and suggests what 
al qaeda is capable of those who have done it they have done it in their own personal interest he said small 
groups of freelancers working around the world in the shadows with money from osama bin laden and a 
mission from god he feels that if he can weaken our resolve we will not stand in his way any longer and he'll 
be able to expand the jihad battle fronts around the world because his one goal is to establish an islamic 
empire that's clearly not the goal of the vast majority of muslims it's only his goal and other islamic militants 
of his variety but that's what he really believes in as bush administration officials begin the delicate 
negotiating task of getting countries in south asia and the middle east to support a prolonged u.s military 
operation with bases and logistics it is worth noting that as we've all seen al qaeda's troops have already 
landed on our soil 
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there's a new nbc news wall street journal poll out tonight that shows that almost 80 percent of the american 
people have confidence in president bush's ability to manage this crisis and to respond to terrorists nbc's 
david gregory joins us now from the white house and david they will find that comforting because when you 
go to war the first thing you have to do is have the support of the people of the country they think it's very 
important tom his closest advisers say the president is aware they're aware that he is being watched and 
listened to like never before and so his message publicly is vitally important and they're thinking a great deal 
about it from day to day there was a real shift yesterday as we reported from the president's posture of really 
reflecting the pain and mourning with the country to trying to rally the public behind this war effort and above 
all to try to counsel patients advisors i spoke with today said the president realizes people want action he's 
told some of his top advisers properly that that americans bloodlust is properly at a boil so his focus now is to 
try to calm people down define the mission he did that again today you see with the first lady mrs bush 
returning to camp david he talked about this being a crusade it's going to be a long and sustained effort he's 
talking about the enemy being very difficult to find but i also said that the united states would rid the world of 
evil doers tom all right thanks very much nbc's david gregory at the white house tonight clearly intelligence 
the kind that would allow us to track the osama bin laden organization will probably turn out to be the most 
powerful weapon in the war on terrorism to that end the bush administration and congressional leaders have 
started talking about changes in the nation's intelligence system including the possible lifting of the existing 
executive order bans u.s personnel from engaging in assassinations joining us to talk more about that and 
other conventional forms of warfare tonight are senator john mccain is the ranking republican on the armed 
services committee and senator bob graham chairman of the u.s select committee on 
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chairman of the u.s select committee on intelligence senator graham let's begin with you first of all vice 
president cheney made it pretty clear today that if we were left up to him and we had an opportunity to just 
knock off osama bin laden he would go ahead and have that done would that be a violation of u.s laws that 
now stands yes it would but it's not law it is a presidential executive order that started with president ford and 
has been continued by all the presidents since then so with a stroke of the pin president bush could eliminate 
that restriction on himself and go back to the policy prior to president ford which was a case-by-case 
determination as to whether the president would authorize the use of force up to and including assassination 
as part of an intelligence operation and unlikely any objections in congress to that i believe that given what 
happened on tuesday given the fact that the only way you can deal effectively with terrorism is to have good 
enough intelligence to know when where and what form it's going to come at you and then good enough 
capability to take it out before it can have the tragic effect that it did at the world trade center in the pentagon 
that there would be strong public and congressional support for the president having that authority senator 
john mccain no one in the united states congress knows more about that phrase the fog of combat than you 
do the vice president said today to the american people it could get pretty ugly here as well this is not going 
to be an antiseptic military operation conducted from 15 000 feet i think the vice president is exactly right and 
i think he and the president are are very appropriately warning the american people that this is gonna be a 
very long twilight struggle and uh one that may experience failures and may entail and on some occasions 
the use of of us troops and i don't mean occupying afghanistan but certainly operations 
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afghanistan but certainly operations that may require their use could i add one other thing tom you 
mentioned earlier in the program about about the airlines i'm the ranking member of the commerce 
committee we will and senator hollings is the chairman we will be acting the congress will act to give some 
relief to the airlines i think we are very aware that they've experienced extreme difficulties as a result of this 
situation and i'm confident that that the congress will act so that these airlines can maintain their viability 
senator the blood is boiling in this country there's a great patriotic surge the president and the vice president 
understandably are using the strongest possible language are you confident that the relationship between 
the administration at the white house and and the congress will proceed to pace so that there is not a kind of 
blank check that has gotten this country in trouble in the past yes i believe that theory go ahead senator 
graham yes i believe there is that uh a close relationship and it's been demonstrated in what the congress 
did uh in the last 72 hours uh i believe the way vice president cheney defined the mission which was to root 
out terrorists uh that uh implies the difficulty and the length of time this is going to require because we're not 
talking about just a specific group of terrorists under one man's direction but all of the major terrorist 
operations around the world and let me ask you senator mccain we've already seen with the uss cole the 
situation that happened in beirut during the reagan administration when almost 300 marines were killed in a 
terrorist attack that our armed forces can also be at great risk especially now that war has been declared on 
terrorists i think there's no doubt about that i also would point out that there have been a series of terrorist 
attacks whether it be 
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whether it be beirut bombing up to pan am to uss coal and very frankly we have done very little about it and 
that may have encouraged further activity i hope that's not the case uh on this issue of uh the relations with 
congress i think everything's fine now i hope that i'll be back on this program with senator graham six months 
from now and uh and then we might have a slightly different assessment congress does have a responsibility 
to work with uh this president on behalf of the american people i'm confident we will i'd like to see a select 
committee that along the lines of what harry truman chaired in world war ii to oversize oversight the spending 
because there's going to be significant increases in spending on in a broad variety of areas but i i really 
believe that the american people expect us to work together in a cooperative fashion for the good of the 
country and i think you'll see that thank you so much uh senator john mccain and senator bob graham 


who've been with us several times in the past week and i know that we'll be hearing from the two of you 
again not six months from now but probably in the next six days as well thank you gentlemen for being with 
us tonight thank you thank you last tuesday most of us could only watch the catastrophe unfolding frozen in 
horror but for the thousands inside the world trade center there was no time to stop watch and absorb what 
was going on they had to make decisions the way they made those choices well they're as buried as the 
people themselves here's datelines dawn for tangelo 15 minutes normally a morning coffee break but on 
tuesday an eternity just as i set these two steaming coffees down we heard a very large shutter in the 
building all i saw was debris coming through and people running to the windows and saying what's going on 
and then i didn't know it was a plane the people working inside world trade center tower number two the 
second tower to be hit had only that time to make a 
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to be hit had only that time to make a crucial decision 15 minutes the first plane hit tower number one at 8 48 
am that was the first indication there was anything wrong that day in 15 minutes the second plane would hit 
tower number two if these four people particularly those on higher floors had not made timely decisions to 
leave chances are they would have died instantly would have been trapped or at best would have faced 
huge obstacles getting to safety melanie hillenbrand was in a meeting on the 54th floor and saw debris flying 
by the window oh it's just paper it maybe it's confetti tom lochtefeld was on the 80th floor of tower number 
two fresh from a morning workout we looked up about maybe 10 or 15 floors up and the whole wall was 
blown out and it was filled with flames and everybody was just like in awe patricia kaiser was on the 93rd 
floor more than 1100 feet off the ground i went to the ladies room to wash my hands and when i was 
standing in there i smelled something and i wasn't it didn't smell right it was maybe it was jet fuel i don't know 
what it was just down the hall was kaiser's close friend and colleague jill morgenstein i opened a couple of 
pieces of mail on my desk and i heard a boom not terribly loud one but you and tower 2 are thinking probably 
it's just an accident and not wanting to think about the unthinkable of course you feel you're safe dr john 
darley is chairman of the psychology department at princeton university and an expert in how people make 
these kinds of crucial decisions people often are frozen they alternate between i'm not okay but i am okay 
after seeing that debris from the first crash melanie went down to ask colleagues on the 48th floor what was 
going on 
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was going on someone turned on the radio and i said what happened what happened what's going on 
somebody said it was a plane hit and i thought it was a plane accident just an accident in the other tower tom 
lochtefeld also thought it was simply an accident we had no idea what what it could be and in my mind i was 
hoping to myself and i was saying to myself well there's a fire there must be i don't know maybe an oil burner 
exploded or maybe you know something even so tom lochtefeld made a quick decision when he heard 
panicked cries from colleagues they came screaming in with an urgency that i've never ever heard before in 
anybody's voice saying get out get out get out get out and just that was all it needed for me to say yeah 
there's some danger here for jill whose morning male sorting on the 93rd floor had been interrupted by the 
force of the first blast there wasn't a moment's hesitation there were no announcements every decision was 
a personal decision at that time just out of here it was never a question in my mind to stop moving jill raced 
down the hall and met her colleague patricia who had just come out of the ladies room she's in the hallway 
and she goes come on kaiser we're out of here and i grabbed her hand and we ran to the elevator bank on 
this day the race was to the swiftest they were actually able to get out of the trade center faster than ona 
normal day we must have gotten down in record time because we were able to hit the ground walk under the 
subway and make it at least two or three blocks before building two was hit still on the 48th floor melanie 
hadn't yet sensed that danger in part because she and others were comforted by an announcement from 
building officials tom heard it when he was moving down the stairwell at about the 50th floor there was a pa 
announcement and they kept saying uh there's a firing world 
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kept saying uh there's a firing world trade number one the firemen are attending to it world trade center is 
secure you may return to your offices if you would like to leave evacuate in an orderly fashion but you don't 
need to what did you think i said i don't need to and i'm probably safer here than if i left because you heard 
an official announcement yeah and i went and i got a cup of coffee melanie even called her husband to tell 
him things were fine not knowing precious minutes were ticking by and then my friend who i was meeting 
with saw a body come out of building one and when the shock hit we just got out of there the shock was the 
second plane hitting her building right near the top of that gaping flaming hole is the 93rd floor where patrice 
and jill had been 15 minutes before tom lochtefeld had ignored that security announcement and had kept 
moving down the stairs and if i didn't leave the minute that i left i would be dead and god bless the people 
who were on the 110th floor because if i was down at the 50th they were down at the 80th different life-and- 
death decisions in just a short amount of time but if you're in tower number two and you're seeing debris 
perhaps you're seeing a fireball why don't you leave one because you don't understand that there is danger 
to you dr darley says people will also wait for the influence of others before making a decision we want to 
find people we know and figure out how to interpret what's happening what does this mean is this an 
accident what could it be so what makes a person decide to get out and get out fast one possibility is the 
past experiences you have had so you may remember being in a situation that started slow and got terrible 
and you 
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started slow and got terrible and you may simply think back to that situation and say i'm leaving i'm getting 
out of here but what about those people who were trapped by the flames and heat on the floors above where 
the plane impacted the decision some of them made is almost impossible to comprehend those people who 
were above the impact of tower number two had about 40 to 41 minutes if they remained alive during that 
time to also make an ultimate decision some of them chose to jump why how shall the world end in fire or in 
ice that is i suppose i could say that if you saw others choose to jump you might decide that it was a better 
way to die if you saw others stay you might feel that was better i don't know at 9 59 a.m tower 2 collapsed 
melanie made it just barely grateful for finally having made the decision to race to safety you had to make a 
decision you you had to make a life and death decision yeah and you know i didn't know it was a life decision 
you know that's what's so weird you didn't know it i didn't know it until that building shook i really didn't know 
dateline's dawn for tangible tonight for millions across the nation and around the world today this was a time 
for memorials a time to reflect on what we have all lost a time for faith here's dateline's keith morris today is 
also a sunday which i was very 
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today is also a sunday which i was very thankful for when i woke up this morning it's wonderful to get to 
sunday and have a beautiful sunday and it is an appropriate day for people to reflect on on what happened 
last week and people are doing it in churches all over the city here was something very much in demand 
today every place in america people have been going to church if fear has paralyzed you the terrorists have 
won yes that's what the devil uses fear it began on friday the day that president bush suggested everybody 
stop and pray has any suggestion by a president been so quickly accepted the president himself set a tone 
for these services with a speech at national cathedral widely considered to be among his best here is some 
of what he said our responsibility to history is already clear to answer these attacks and rid the world of evil 
war has been waged against us by stealth and deceit and murder this nation is peaceful but fierce when 
stirred to anger the president seemed to be saying people of faith need to get ready now for war and 
everywhere faithful people have responded but a brief survey makes it perfectly clear in some very divergent 
ways friday at the cathedral of saint joseph in hartford connecticut were christians jews muslim buddhist 
hindu and more and the lesson was from the koran god has ordained that if one kills an innocent person 
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kills an innocent person it would be as if he kills the whole mankind and if anyone saves a life it would be as 
if he saves the life of the whole mankind today at the famous crystal cathedral in california the reverend 
robert schuller made his view abundantly clear that america should not direct its anger at muslims but there 
was no mistaking that this church stands firmly behind the government and the president no matter what he 
may want to do the worst thing is not to die but to have nothing in our hearts worth living for it was a theme 
repeated all over are you prepared spiritually in a small church in phoenix the pastor's message was very 
clear as god's people and as american citizens that our country needs to be prepared i praise the lord we 
have a president who sees the importance of military defense of our nation and some people were listening 
to pat robertson who issued a statement the other day saying the attack in new york can be viewed as 
punishment here is some of the statement from robertson we have insulted god at the highest level of our 
government he said why would god allow such a terrible thing as what happened in new york robertson said 
god almighty is lifting his protection from us angry at america about pornography and abortion and self- 
indulgence and secularizing court decisions and sin but and this is a prominent thing about

but and this is a prominent thing about religion in america these days there is by no means a common point 
of view i don't think religions should so quickly bless war and that's what we're hearing today out on the west 
coast in pasadena an outspoken episcopalian priest named george regas is saying the church should be 
much more careful about what it's prepared to bless anger has a very healthy place in our response to what 
we have gone through but it doesn't necessarily mean that anger leads us towards retribution and hatred and 
vindictiveness the politicians who who claim god's blessing need to hear more clearly god's demand for 
peace god's demand for love and reconciliation and healing that's the predominant message of the scriptures 
but politics aside people were also dealing with some very fundamental questions this sunday says 
comparative religion professor benjamin hubbard it says you pray god will protect you god didn't protect 
anybody in new york i think part of prayer is wrestling with god some people might find that somewhat 
offensive that the idea of arguing or wrestling with god i think it's very healthy even if you fight with god right 
and don't you ever say that this was the will of god i want to teach now i hope that you will hear god does not 
will tragedy god does not will death and destruction god is not a monster polls have always confirmed that 
americans overwhelmingly believe in god and hubbard says there have to feel that way even more deeply 
now not less i don't think that very many people will become instant atheists as a result of 
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become instant atheists as a result of this nor do i think that many people will become instant believers 
because of these events i think people are shaped by so many forces in their childhood and their 
adolescence and their own their experience leading up to the events of september 11th that it'll it'll reinforce 
in some ways one way or the other belief the basis of religion good and bad and terrible that the very people 
officials believe are behind the attack would somehow consider themselves intensely religious and doing the 
work of god religion can be perverted in the most terrible ways religion can be toxic if it isn't if it isn't given a 
wider context when people get off on their own and especially when there's that terrible brew of religion and 
politics together where there's a political ideology driving people and religion is dragged along as the excuse 
for it all jesus christ be with you today hubbard said the important thing was that everybody stood together 
and many prayed and gained by it religions aren't all the same they're not they're very different but there is 
underlying all that a spiritual sense that everybody shares even atheists have have a kind of a sense of of 
the the giftedness of life the kind of awesomeness of life and what one can do with it and and that and the 
terrible sides of it which we have to all deal with with some kind of spiritual response whoever we are and 
here in new york city in so many ways the lights are beginning to come back on this evening a familiar sight 
the empire state building red white and blue in its upper tower the first time it has been lit up since tuesday 
the day of the attack and yes that smoke in the background is emanating from ground zero the world trade 
center or the rubble that is left from it at one point on tuesday of course there was a false

on tuesday of course there was a false alarm a bomb scare at the empire state building transportation 
secretary norman minetta announced today that he's created two new task force now to work on improving 
airline security in this country one will look at ways to prevent terrorists from gaining access to cockpits the 
other will try to come up with a system to stop terrorists from getting onboard planes in the first place as two 
groups did with such apparent ease tuesday at boston's logan airport perhaps both of those protective 
systems would have already been in place at logan and elsewhere if anyone had listened to the man that 
you're about to meet here is dateline's chris hansen for most of us it was a scenario we had never imagined 
but not for this man when i saw that plane hit the tower i knew i failed i failed to get their attention meet brian 
sullivan a former special agent for the federal aviation administration for 10 years sullivan was responsible 
for checking out the security of faa radar towers and air traffic control facilities but after he retired from the 
faa in january he became concerned about the security at logan international airport in boston as well as 
other airports throughout the nation i knew the system was vulnerable enough to take down several domestic 
flights on a given day and i felt in my heart please don't tell me that there haven't been any hijackings in the 
last five or ten years they just decided that they weren't going to exploit the system he became so alarmed 
he decided the public needed to know so this spring he and another former special agent helped a local 
television crew expose security problems at logan we were successful at penetrating the security streaming 
checkpoints at logan nine out of ten times and if we were successful at doing it potential terrorists could do it 
this was hardly the first time that questions had been raised about security at logan 
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had been raised about security at logan between 1997 and 2000 undercover faa inspectors found that airport 
security employees routinely failed to detect test items like pipe bombs and guns they were also able to gain 
access to planes that were parked overnight and other restricted areas without even being questioned in all 
136 security violations when we did this video report and it appeared on television there was a natural 
reaction on behalf of the faa and massport two weeks later after the dust settled uh the people i was involved 
went back and retested with basically the same result besides helping the tv journalist sullivan says he 
expressed his concerns to the faa administrators hotline he also says he sent this letter to massachusetts 
senator john kerry a letter that now seems all too prophetic with the concept of jihad do you think it would be 
difficult for a determined terrorist to get on a plane and destroy himself and all other passengers think for a 
moment how vital the air transportation industry is to our overall economic well-being as a nation think what 
the result would be of a coordinated attack which took down several domestic flights on the same day the 
problem is that with our current screening system this is more than possible given time considering current 
threats it is almost likely sullivan says senator carey responded to his letter and asked the department of 
transportation's inspector general to look into the matter i think senator kerry did get it to the right people and 
that they were about to take the right action the faa also responded but in a way that left sullivan 
unconvinced that anything would happen anytime soon new england region civil aviation security division 
continues to work with the air carriers and airport officials at boston logan international airport to address 
security issues raised by the video presentation that letter 
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the video presentation that letter sullivan provided to us is dated august 20th just three weeks later results of 
the scenario that sullivan had warned about were there for everyone to see after the disaster massachusetts 
airport authorities said that logan airport met all security requirements had been as secure as any other 
airport in the country sullivan doesn't buy it there were many others out there that saw this potential and that 
have been begging the government to get us to a level of requisite security a height of security where a 
terrorist who was doing surveillance would have looked and said wait a minute we need to move on toa 
softer target obviously they thought logan newark and dulles were places that they could exploit the only 
thing sullivan hadn't thought of was that the hijackers would choose to crash the planes into two towers filled 
with people how can i put my mind my thought my mind in their head in the mind of a sick bastard who 
believes so much in jihad that if i kill the infidel women children people at work if i kill the infidel i go to 
heaven i don't think so these days sullivan watches the images of devastation heartbroken by not just what 


he sees but at what he couldn't prevent now of course no security expenses spared 300 state troopers have 
been called in logan airport is on high alert proof that sullivan may have been wrong about one thing he said 
in his letter to his senator we don't have to wait for a tragedy to occur to act nfaa spokesman does confirm 
that brian sullivan raised security concerns prior to the hijackings but the spokesman was not able to provide 
details tonight on how the agency may or may not have followed up the nation's airlines now are gearing up 
for their first full work week after the attacks so what's in store if you're 
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attacks so what's in store if you're planning to fly somewhere tomorrow joining me now from washington is 
nbc's robert hager and i'm robert i guess the word is get up very early and go to the airport well in advance 
go ahead and don't expect anything like normal service is going to vary a lot united airlines for instance only 
going to fly 40 percent of its schedule tomorrow some of the others are going to try to get up to about 75 
percent of their normal schedules but as you say do expect tight security the airlines advise getting to the 
airport at least two hours maybe even longer before a domestic flight because the lines have been long even 
people with e-tickets most airlines are making them stand in line in front of the ticket counters too and one of 
the reasons is that when you get up to the ticket counter they single out a lot of suitcases the checked 
luggage and they go through those suitcases meticulously searching very very carefully and then then it isn't 
over because then you've got the regular magnetometer gauntlet to run and they set that magnetometer now 
very sensitively much more sensitive than it used to be so it's picking up more things even little buttons will 
set it off and then people then have to be pulled aside to do the baton check and uh they're taking away 
anything that's the slightest bit sharp even even nail clippers they've taken away and if you go through the 
magnetometer with a cup of coffee they make you take the top off the cup of coffee so all that is what's 
making it so long but generally passengers have taken it very well they say they feel comforted by all this 
security one other piece of news here washington's reagan national airport they say now they will eventually 
open that but only with some major restrictions on the way it used to operate because that very sensitive 
approach by the federal monuments tom all right thanks very much nbc's robert hager tonight in their last 
telephone calls from doomed united flight 93 several passengers indicated they were going to try to regain 
control of the plane and it appears that they did until it crashed we don't know yet what they 
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it crashed we don't know yet what they did do in fact in that cockpit but their efforts may be among the most 
incredible acts of bravery in this tragedy now the question is being raised when a plane is hijacked or in 
danger should there be resistance and even aggressive action from the crew and pilots to say nothing of the 
passengers here's dateline's bob mcewen they are words that lurk somewhere in the mind of almost anyone 
who's ever boarded a commercial airliner hijack and crash but until this week those fears were almost always 
kept separate and apart no longer the use of passenger jets as weapons of mass destruction is not only 
transforming new york and america but aviation as well the haunting question how could hijackers have 
managed to commandeer the cockpits of not just one but four major aircraft any number of possibilities 
occurred that triggered off them getting in the cockpit there could have been a flight attendant who was 
restrained and may be injured or slashed and then a an intercom call to the cockpit saying open the door or 
we're going to do hideous things in fact according to chuck leonard a veteran airline pilot now retired as an 
investigator for the national transportation safety board the very policies of american civil aviation may 
tragically have helped the hijackers to do it the training that we have received as pilots is to adopt an attitude 
which i characterize as passive resistance not physically challenge the person trying to hijack the aircraft 
unless there was an immediate threat those rules of engagement encouraging pilots to negotiate and 
cooperate date back many years to an era when 
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date back many years to an era when hijackers usually wanted something specific like ransom money or the 
release of political prisoners or perhaps just a trip to someplace else and with no hijackings in american air 
space in the past decade and more us airlines had apparently convinced themselves their in-flight security 
system was working but after tuesday like so much else that now seems horribly obsolete take for example 
the door to the cockpit of the average passenger jet it's not much different from the flimsy door to the airplane 
lavatory i don't think it was ever considered to be impregnable in the design of that cockpit door i believe that 
it was in the intent was that if the cockpit crew became incapacitated because of some in in a crash say and 
they weren't able to get out of their seats that some rescue person could bang the door down but what about 
the faa regulations requiring cockpit doors to be locked in flight for security reasons the luck is a i'm not going 
to say it's a joke but it's it's certainly not something that is designed to uh once again it's it's it's kind of a of a 
facade if you want to say it for instance american airlines united airlines continental one key would fit the 
cockpit door to all of the fleet of the aircraft for that particular airline one key now inside the door itself there's 
a little slide lock but it's flimsy at the same time there's been evidence of the increasing threat to cockpit and 
crew according to an analysis of faa statistics published today in the miami herald in just the past four years 
worldwide there were 14 cases of passengers who were drunk or otherwise disturbed trying to breach 
cockpit doors and six of them succeeded one man grabbed the controls and sent a british airway 747 
plummeting 10 000 feet until the pilots managed to regain control another broke into the cockpit of alaska 
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another broke into the cockpit of alaska airlines flight and wrestled with the captain before he was subdued 
and a third man stabbed to death the pilot of a japanese airliner another pilot had to land the plane but when 
you see the recent history of terrorism would not that trend alert someone at a major airline that perhaps we 
should change our thinking or at least consider it without being privy to some of the thinking at the upper 
israelites of major airlines myself but i would to answer your question i think it clearly had to be a grave 
concern to all airlines u.s and and international and i think that their approach to it would be as follows one 
that they would hope that the u.s intelligence would somehow thwart this from happening uh two that the 
security could be increasingly beefed up and made better and that that would uh challenge that would help 
diminish the possibilities of that happening so taking those things in concert and then i guess it becomes a 
what we'd call a crapshoot just hope it hope it doesn't happen but the issue of cockpit security is nothing new 
and robert wilbur jr should know just Knowing that they couldn't gain access to the cockpit might have a 
deterrent effect in itself 30 years ago he was a captain for eastern airlines back when u.s carriers first set that 
policy of passive resistance for dealing with hijackers triggered by a rash of flight diversions to cuba in 1970 
following those prescribed rules of engagement wilbur and his co-pilot led a man with a gun into their cockpit 
and he said just fly east and tell me when we're within five minutes of running out of fuel it was clear the man 
intended to kill himself and all 70 others on board and i whirled around and my co-pilot jim hartley was 
already wrestling with him for the gun and it turns out jim was mortally wounded and he took the gun away 
was 
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wounded and he took the gun away was able to take the gun disarm the guy and shoot him twice and 
disable him with the co-pilot slumped in his seat and the gunman also unconscious wilbur radioed air traffic 
control not realizing he too had been wounded as the bullets ricocheted throughout the cockpit you better get 
the police it was like a stinging numbness at the time because it went bang bang and then when i whirled 
around and i felt this the sting in my arms he was wounded in both arms trying to land the plane alone and 
on final approach the hijacker regained consciousness and attacked again i had taken the gun and hit him 
over the head with it and got to get him off my back so i could get the airplane on the ground which we did 
robert wilbur says he can't understand how this past tuesday three decades after he and 70 others almost 
lost their lives because his cockpit was compromised in-flight security measures for those four doomed pilots 
and planes were essentially unchanged i can't think of why anyone hasn't done it really it's probably a big 
cost factor primarily but it's a very good question it's certainly not for lack of technology given the questions 
raised in the past few days it may surprise you to learn there are many aircraft in the u.s with state-of-the-art 


safety and security equipment from surveillance cameras that allow the cockpit crew to monitor the cabin 
even the outside of the plane to motion detectors that secure the perimeter of the aircraft when it's on the 
ground we've been doing this a long time in corporate aviation richard luxo is president of secure plane 
technologies a company that outfits corporate jets to carry ceos even heads of state luxo says the corporate 
world has long recognized the threat posed by hijackers and more importantly is pleased to pay whatever it 
takes to prevent such attacks we got to be proactive we can't be reactive and that's what we've been 
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we've been first we had the bomb threat so then we started sniffing bombs we had gun threats so we started 
looking for guns now you can bet they're going to start looking for knives since tuesday his phone has been 
ringing off the hook he's been invited to washington this week to talk to government officials about just what 
security measures might have prevented the catastrophe on tuesday if you could release a gas it's very 
colored very opaque and everybody in the aircraft was basically blinded i don't mean by their eyes of their 
vision i'm talking from being able to see i'm sure a terrorist would be just as shocked as anyone else and 
they at least give the pilots some time to do their next move when it comes to protecting passengers 
everyone in aviation agrees no one does it better than the israeli carrier el al so could anything like this have 
happened to them never if you go to the cockpit you cannot break the doors doors not to have access to the 
cockpit isaac yeffett headed security for Il worldwide for six years and he says even in a country that's a 
political powder keg el al has never had a plane bombed and hasn't been hijacked in almost 40 years not 
only do ll's cockpits have several fortified doors but there are a number of armed marshals to protect the 
pilots and prevent a hijacker from taking hostages we will kill him it's a war we cannot give up and to say we 
have 140 passengers because of one hostage we will give up we will find a way to kill him and to save the 
life of the hostage you never say i'll do whatever you want mr terrorist people fail to heed the fact that | has 
just a literally a handful of airplanes very few flights keep in mind that we fly in the united states over 10 000 
flight segments a day a day 
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flight segments a day a day and so when you talk about for example putting armed sky marshals on every 
airplane you know and you probably need two or three or four or whatever the number would be that in fact 
is a small army of people douglas laird who ran security at northwest airlines cautions that given the size and 
scope of the u.s commercial fleet without massive government assistance it may simply be impossible for 
every american airline to follow the example of Il there are 100 200 maybe different ways you could sabotage 
an airplane and if you try to protect against every single one of those there's always going to be one if you 
really do your homework where you can you can probably have a chance of success and if that happens to 
be a would-be hijacker who somehow gets on board in the wake of what happened on tuesday everyone 
agrees there is one thing that all u.s airlines will have to do i think it makes far more sense to to take a real 
hard look at making the cockpit impossible to access from the from the passenger side of the aircraft and 
while those concerns are being visited and revisited and re-examined in this country tonight there is urgent 
diplomatic action around the world especially in a place called the subcontinent nbc's ron allen now joins us 
from pakistan's capital of islamabad because pakistan is in the middle of all the intersections ron tom it's 
sunrise here about 5 30 in the morning in pakistan later this morning we're expecting a high-level delegation 
of pakistani officials to head to afghanistan to deliver an ultimatum to the taliban leadership over there 
essentially they're going to tell them that they have to hand over osama bin laden or face the wrath of the 
united states it's a significant development because the united states is putting a lot of pressure on pakistan 
to lead the fight to arrest bin laden pakistan faces a huge dilemma because 
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pakistan faces a huge dilemma because this is a country that has very close ties to afghanistan culturally 
politically ethnically religiously there are a lot of in fact the taliban movement was born in this particular 
country so there's a lot of opposition here to pakistan taking a very visible and lead role in all this now very 


few people expect that this delegation will be successful and that this crisis will be resolved right now but it's 
a significant step for this government also i can tell you from this part of the world there's a lot of concern 
about a refugee crisis that's taking place on the pakistan afghan border a lot of people are fleeing because 
they believe a conflict is imminent and this was a part of the world where there was already a crisis because 
of drought and because of so many years of civil war in afghanistan tom nbc's ron allen tonight in islamabad 
with the latest it's now dawn of a new day in that part of the world and joining us now from his home in 
connecticut a man very familiar with what it might take to create an international coalition to root out these 
terrorists former secretary of state henry kissinger dr kissinger welcome first of all and no one expects that 
pakistani delegation to be successful tomorrow when it gets to kabul asking for osama bin laden at the same 
time the pakistanis are saying we're going to help in exchange for a lifting of economic sanctions but you 
cannot use this as a base of operation for the military russia is also saying that we can't use it former 
republics just north of there are there limits to our hopes for getting into afghanistan there are geographic 
limits as to our hopes into getting into afghanistan but one way or another we have to solve them i don't know 
where russia can tell us what we do with former russian republics north of afghanistan that are no longer 
russian well the uh those people in uzbekistan and tazikistan are saying we rely so much on economic 
assistance from russia now for whatever that's worth uh that we would rather not have you 
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uh that we would rather not have you operate from here and of course there are 80 or 90 percent muslim uh 
former republics well uh that would be it's a sad commentary but i'm confident that we're going to solve the 
problem of how to get it at afghanistan based on what you're seeing so far in terms of the administration and 
the coalition that it's attempting to achieve what are the risks in the short term well the risk is always that one 
does an operation with insufficient force or without a clear-cut objective but from the way the administration 
has been talking which i think has been extremely impressive i am sure that they're thinking of a substantial 
operation the second risk however is to do something that looks impressive and is impressive but it's not in 
itself conclusive and we have to remember that the purpose of the exercise is not retaliation but to stamp out 
terrorism and we have to try to break up these networks that exist and to set a precedent that will enable us 
to operate in other challenges and to put other countries on notice that if they provide safe havens they will 
get under similar constraints so there is a risk of doing something that does not enable us to continue a long 
range program but to do that around the world it's going to take more than just the united states both militarily 
and politically already tonight the french are saying they they have some reservations about it the germans 
are saying that they're not going to participate militarily is there a risk that the united states will find itself out 
there at the head of the parade and then having all the 
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of the parade and then having all the responsibility around the world and it will mean a total realignment of 
our military force readiness well i'd say two things first of all it isn't a strictly military problem and i would say 
that the military has to be connected with intelligence economic and other pressures secondly it isn't a 
question of around the world it's a question of picking out the countries in which guerrillas or terrorists are 
being trained and then to select the most uh high-profile ones of those or the ones that have done the most 
damage finally this is before allies dissociate from us on a matter of such enormous consequence they are to 
understand the consequences this is not something with which domestic politics can be played and this is 
not something in which they can think they can get a preferred position in other countries by dissociating 
from the united states this would have the profoundest impact on our allied relationships and i think i'm fairly 
confident having been in europe last week that at least some of the key allies understand this dr kishner 
thank you very much for being with us tonight i know that we'll be talking with you many times in the days 
and months to come because this will go on americans head back to work in a world where it may never be 
business as usual again in the sense that we have known it how much more has been affected how many 
other activities will change once again here's dateline's dawn for tangela normal after any tragedy it's the 
common refrain things will return to normal but can we really get there after this the mayor of new york has 
asked people to try we have to go back as much as possible responsibly to life and business as as 
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responsibly to life and business as as usual that is so much easier said than done this past week people are 
grappling with all kinds of decisions and many seem to be wondering is it okay to enjoy life just a little go out 
to dinner the first steps go out to clubs go to dance clubs go to stand-up clubs go to movies back to being 
normal go shopping caroline hirsch is the owner of the well-known comedy club caroline's on broadway after 
being closed for two days she opened thursday night for a comedy show she soon found out people weren't 
quite ready to laugh we had to call off the show there were not enough people for the show to go on how 
many people did you have in here about seven caroline's plans to reopen this week but some of the club's 
comedians like mario cantone worry about how to let the show go on it's a scary thing to step on that stage 
and try to make people laugh will they laugh i hope so and i hope people will try to you know forget for an 
hour after the huge loss of life lisa lampanelli an insult comic known as the queen of mean says there are 
now new rules for comedy you know no jokes about the obviously about the disaster no jokes about current 
events because they all seem shallow compared to what just happened if you're going to talk about chandra 
levy it's going to be like wow not as funny throughout the city and the country things are far from normal 
america's pastime instead has been watching the news unfold but baseball and other sporting events will 
resume this week derek jeter of the new york yankees it'll help everyone to try to get back to doing the things 
they were doing before maybe try to help you forget about it not really forget about it just get your mind on 
something else so i think it helps for everyone to get back to work entertainment two is to return to our 
televisions jay leno and david letterman are scheduled to be back on the air this connecticut couple decided 
to move on by refusing to cancel plans to see a 
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on by refusing to cancel plans to see a broadway show it's the only way we know of right now to show our 
support for all of america just say you know what we're out here we're gonna come out and do what we 
always do and they're not gonna stop us but getting on with life was especially difficult for this woman a 
friend was on the first plane that hit the world trade center it's a very sad moment but we're so happy to be 
here in the city and just standing tall and feeling strong even though we're not the manhattan wedding of 
elizabeth nicewander and anthony reikis was scheduled to take place just four days after the tragedy most 
people know someone who was there have you been affected by it personally um yeah we you know 
everyone knows somebody somewhere one of their invited friends is missing in the rubble of the world trade 
center their other dilemma many other guests were coming from out of town we don't know who we're 
fighting we don't Know where they are people are afraid to fly they're afraid to come to the city that it actually 
happened in it's hard to trust and so they were torn should they postpone the event they'd been planning for 
nearly a year spokes father stephanopoulos and he said well god's going to be here and i'm going to be here 
and you're going to be here so what are you doing let's go we could either cower and be fearful and hide or 
we could join together and the city little by little people are trying at least to find some sense of normalcy but 
it's not easy especially for people like caroline hirsch whose business it is to make people laugh when she 
doesn''t feel like it herself it's just something that's never happened here in new york and i just said well let 
me just get on with it and there's just something special about everybody in the street now they talk to you 
and people turn around and say hello and care about each 
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around and say hello and care about each other so that's the one thing one thing that's come out of it even 
you it seems you need a little comic relief and at five o'clock on saturday the marriage of elizabeth and 
anthony did take place there's not only a pledge to each other but a vow not to let terrorists damage love for 
those who may be grieving at your ceremony do you hope that this happy event this blessed event does 
something for them i hope that we can maybe exchange it we'll give them apart a little bit of our happiness 
and we're going to take some of their there have been so many terrible numbers associated with the disaster 
at the twin towers the 5 000 missing the 180 confirmed dead the tiny but hopeful number of those pulled out 
alive not more than a handful and no one since wednesday tonight dateline's edie magnus has the story of 


one of them a man still standing after 110 stories crashed down around him david lim reported for duty in his 
basement office of the world trade center at 6 a.m tuesday 45 married and the father of two he's been 
helping to eliminate threats to the twin towers for 20 years now as part of its explosive detector team who is 
the explosive detector team that would be myself in cirrus my partner he's a yellow lab he's four and a half 
years old he's been my partner for the last year and a half he's my best friend but he'd have to leave his dog 
in its cage to investigate the sudden jolt that knocked him to his feet immediately lim headed up the stairs of 
tower one imploring its confused and frightened occupants to keep going the other way they don't know what 
happened so i start yelling down is good that's all you said down is good i well you have to remember i'm 
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good i well you have to remember i'm going up the stairs i had to preserve my energy so i figured i have to 
get it out in as few words as possible when he reached the 27th floor he'd heard the explosion was a plane 
had been joined by new york firefighters and stopped ever so briefly to make a cell phone call to his wife 
diane to tell her let him know listen um i think i think a plane crashed into the building or something and i but 
i'm okay i'm going up you're not thinking i'm going to get out of here you're only thinking about saving the 
lives of people above you because they don't know i know how this works you know and and people that are 
afraid they'll stay in their offices they'll go up whatever i don't want that to happen and so he kept climbing up 
to the 44th floor to the sky lobby with its breathtaking views of the city from every direction but what took 
limb's breath away was watching as another jet plane crashed directly into the other tower it knocked me and 
whatever people we had left right on our keisters you know in the sky lobby at that point i realized we were 
under attack now he was running down taking as many people with him as he could and says he felt more 
than heard what he now believes was the south tower come tumbling down it was like an earthquake you 
know but i didn't think about it and i i actually i didn't even imagine it and still he hurried toward the ground 
from 44 down to five where he joined firefighters from ladder six trying to make a stretcher for an injured 
woman no time said lim and they'd carried her down to the fourth floor just three more to go and the building 
fell and it fell and it fell when you say it fell and it fell and it fell it felt like an eternity and i and so many 
thoughts go through your mind and so it's you go from please you know make it quick you know and or to uh 
it went right though it went right to i'm not gonna die i'm gonna go home i'm gonna see my wife i'm gonna see 
my 
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i'm gonna see my wife i'm gonna see my kids incredibly when it had stopped falling david lim six other 
firefighters and the injured woman named josephine were still alive buried and bruised but alive 104 floors of 
concrete managed to miss you yes they wouldn't have long to savor the moment the smell of jet fuel wafted 
in an explosion they knew could happen at any time and mike one of the firefighters had a concussion mike's 
like me an old timer you know he was hurting and all we did was we kept on talking to him you know make 
sure he didn't fall asleep you know stuff like that and we started the week of whipping out our radios and 
trying to call for help but hours went by the search teams could hear but not find them david lim had no idea 
what had gone on outside the debris he was drowned in but finally managed to get a cell phone call out to 
his wife who this time didn't want to let him go she wanted to stay on the phone and of course till you know 
god knows what happened i said no it's not right you know we gotta other people here have family still say 
goodbye and i gave the phone to the other guys and they made their calls we need volunteers then in the 
late afternoon five hours after being trapped by the fallen tower another site he'll never forget it was rescue 
company 43. you know i'll never forget those numbers this is the greatest thing in the world see those hats 
coming up coming up that debris you knew you'd made it at that point yes did you think at all about the many 
people who likely hadn't made it that is all i think about i'm sorry but i have so many friends that are still 
missing i don't sleep i watch tv all night i'm sorry 
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i'm sorry i'm sorry i just that's all i think about i go from being grateful of course that i'm alive and of course 
my wife is very grateful when i hear they only take 40 people out alive so far the 10 thousand it breaks my 
heart david lim is now trying to persuade his bosses to let him go back the job's not done he says and he'd 
like to drink that beer he and mike vowed to share once they got out he last saw the injured firefighter being 
piled into an ambulance we learned that mike spent tuesday in the hospital and he was released on 
wednesday and he's recovering at home oh thank you i'm so happy i'm glad i'm really glad i'm glad i didn't 
know that to this moment that is fantastic that is fantastic god bless you mike one piece of good news but the 
smile for a stranger quickly vanishes when lim remembers the friend he left behind i also agree for my 
partner my partner is serious i know he's a dog and of course the priority is people but if you come across my 
dog know that he's still waiting for me in this kennel thank you shadowy figures with plenty of cash looking for 
ways to obtain pilots licenses that's the other end of the spectrum we've heard about the hijackers and their 
activities at flight schools in florida and minnesota but tonight dateline has new details that make it very clear 
the terrorist trail for these attacks stretched from coast to coast here's dateline's john larson ever since i saw 
a tower just you know burning and smoking i knew that my beautiful classmates who everybody you 
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beautiful classmates who everybody you know they didn't do and they're not even part of the system yet that 
we were targets just as much of those as those people in the building from the window of their school just 
blocks away from the twin towers some 3 000 students at new york's elite stuyvesant high had a bird's eye 
view of the chaos it was really like a claustrophobic feel and you could hear it happening out there we heard 
people screaming and running nobody knew what was going on here you are in a situation where you can't 
move you're stuck you don't know what's going on and you think you're in a dangerous position and 
everyone who can move running away from where you are as fast as possible as people outside fled for their 
lives many kids saw it all the planes going into the towers the people jumping out the fires the collapse we 
spoke to a group of students from stuyvesant most just 16 years old the most terrifying moment they say was 
when the lights went out people in my class started crying and just everybody was like hugging each other 
even when you didn't know somebody just like went up to them because there is nothing really else you 
could do the whole school was soon evacuated like a band of urban nomads the only instruction they were 
given go north they were safe but their lives had been changed forever once you've come out of a situation 
like that it's not quite the same again the challenges you face in your day-to-day life after being a situation 
that they're trivial they're unimportant these students are among the most academically ambitious in new 
york city stive is since a public school but only gifted students who pass rigorous tests can get in still all that 
seems a little less meaningful right now i have been really concerned about my grades this year and this 
being our junior year we're all this is a very high priority for us and now i want to do as much as i can to help 
not only in this this disaster but 
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help not only in this this disaster but in general lots of stuyvesant kids if you ask them are likely to tell you 
they're liberals that they don't trust cops or the military or republicans but now many of the views they've held 
are being thrown into question normally it would be very unnerving and you know kind of strange to see uh 
any military on but now when i see uh the fighter jets go by or see the national guard i feel very safe i mean 
you really know that we have a very strong government we have a strong people and that they are doing 
their hardest so i feel very protected by that i was walking in the city even seeing the american flag almost 
makes me cry i feel a lot of patriotism right now today a group of stuyvesant students gathered some for the 
first time since the attack to paint banners celebrating life out of the ash and debris that covered lower 
manhattan has emerged a renewed spirit you know if they said they're going to open school tomorrow i will 
walk down there and go to school even if we don't have any electricity you know once we give in to fear and 
we're afraid then we've lost and out of the devastation an unprecedented sense of purpose my big priority 
right now a lot is to help as much as possible every day since the attack uh me and most of my friends have 
been uh trying to volunteer every day for something or just to try to find a way to help out i think my future is 
going to have to have a purpose to to make sure that something like this doesn't happen again but while the 


present may be in much clearer focus the future is looming dark and murky it's just weak because i mean 
now you're thinking about if we're gonna go to war and more people are gonna get hurt i thought it was going 
to war and the thought of my friends being drafted in the thought of i don't know it was just like overwhelming 
and perhaps saddest of all for these teenagers a little piece of their childhood is gone i've always felt that 
nothing could possibly harm me and that view was 
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possibly harm me and that view was definitely shattered by what happened we knew that the whole city was 
changing the world was changing it was happening right in front of her eyes it's just it's unimaginable what 
happened students at one of the best high schools in new york city that was right in the shadow of the world 
trade center a shadow that now has been removed and the effect on their lives with nor with more now on 
how we can all learn from all of this we're joined by two religious leaders and authors rabbi harold kushner is 
in suburban boston and from detroit marianne williamson joins us tonight rabbi let's begin with you if 
someone comes to your temple and says to you i'm here but i want revenge i want the bloodiest kind of 
revenge how do you counsel them i would ask them to make the distinction between punishment which 
means giving somebody what he deserves and revenge which is mostly for the purpose of making us feel 
good i would try and tell him that revenge never really works you don't feel good you feel diminished you feel 
contaminated once you've done it tom you know the phrase revenge is sweet do you know where it really 
comes from it comes from milton's paradise lost and in its original context it says just the opposite it says 
revenge though sweet in contemplation bitter airlong upon itself recoils that is you think revenge is going to 
make you feel good you do something to hurt somebody not because the person deserves to be hurt but 
because you need to feel powerful again and you just are so embarrassed by yourself and so contaminated 
and compromised afterwards i would warn him look for punishment look for justice revenge is only going to 
make you feel smaller marianne williamson in detroit do spiritual leaders in this country have to step outside 
of the arena of military operations and getting back and finding another role for their place in the lives of 
everyone during the next several weeks maybe even months well yes this is in a way work that we 
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well yes this is in a way work that we do all the time you know this is a very similar phenomenon to what 
happens when someone has been told that they have a life challenging illness it's like the whole country has 
been told that we're living with a life challenging condition but one of the things that happens when someone 
is told something like that is that while it changes your life sometimes the personal neuroses and more 
superficial occupations which preoccupations that take up so much time and energy drop immediately so the 
real question sometimes is not whether or not something changes your life but rather do you become better 
because of it or do you become worse and so there are many ways i think that this country is already better i 
think we're all hugging our kids a little tighter this week and counting our blessings a little more and treating 
each other more tenderly we're becoming better people if we allow ourselves to you live in an area in the 
detroit area where we probably have the largest concentration of arab americans uh in the united states how 
has that been going between the christian community and the uh and the islamic community that exists in 
greater detroit well christians jews buddhists everyone we we're having a lot of interfaith services all religious 
leaders in detroit are saying as people are around the world how important it is that we not hold any 
particular group that we not have prejudice against any particular group this is something there have been a 
lot of calls even from government leaders about this i do believe that islam is a religion of peace i believe that 
these terrorists do not represent islam and we all know of course that there are many many very fine men 
and women there are arab americans in this country who deserve to be here have every right and live 
righteous decent lives just like the rest of us and uh rabbi kushner i know that uh so many of the people who 
you deal with on a daily basis sometimes are conflicted between being a spiritual person and being a great 
defender of israel as well which is the jewish state has that conflict been greater in the last several days in 
your judgment no quite the opposite tom there's no conflict what we're learning is we as americans can now 
understand what 
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we as americans can now understand what the israelis go through the uncertainty of sending your child off to 
school and never knowing if you'll see her again and we as people who have been following the israeli 
situation with a sense of outrage at the suicide bombers who prey on the innocent people in a jerusalem 
pizzeria we can now show the rest of america how you respond to this and you respond by not letting the 
bad guys win you respond by insisting you're going to go ahead with your uh normal life rabbi harold 
kirschner and marianne williamson thank you both very much for being with us tonight we know that you 
have work to do in your communities it's been frightening for anyone who has seen this disaster unfold from 
a television screen of course but imagine the horror to see it happen firsthand tonight some moments 
captured from the mayhem a record from dateline's own staff members who were there that day my wife and 
i were walking this morning to the subway when suddenly we see a lot of people looking and saying a plane 
hit the world trade center i ran home grabbed my nbc news camera so i'm filming and suddenly a second bit 
of a second tower just exploded the second explosion happens and then it's obvious that it's it's a different 
story that it's a totally different ball game you saw the second one nbc news what happened i saw a tourist 
with a video camera so i said let me buy that from you i was able to sort of get near the place before they 
really sort of closed it down i took a shot of a huge wheel of a plane lying in the middle of the avenue i shot a 
couple of shots of the building burning i was shooting the building and the building started to collapse and 
that happens pretty slowly 
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the cloud caught me and uh threw me across the street into into a car i had literally a mouthful of sud he 
couldn't see it's just and then people were just remarkable you know i mean everyone was just in a horrible 
horrible place you couldn't see everyone was hurt i mean i was so lucky so lucky so much luckier than so 
many other people my brother-in-law is a lieutenant in the fire department i was in the firehouse i was had no 
idea if i would be able to get down to ground zero about seven o'clock we got the call to go in so as we were 
going down the streets of the city the military and the operation became more serious the more we moved 
down you could just feel and see how how serious it saw was as you're moving down on the bus we have 
seven missing so far and uh that's all we can say right now is that they're missing i was with the heroes they 
were going down and uh i was going right with him and and uh i was just in disbelief what i was saying and it 
was just gray and and black black buildings bombed out buildings i wanted to get this for history i wanted to 
document this because this was this was amazing we left the office about midnight and we headed our way 
up to 26th street and second avenue where people were filling out forms for missing people who were you 
looking for my son thomas swift well i told them who i was i sent them with dateline nbc we'd like to follow 
you tonight they said yes maybe it was because they wanted to get the word out they wanted people to know 
who their son was i think they also want to express to other family members that it's worth 
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other family members that it's worth looking they were unbelievably really strong i was really taken aback by 
how strong they were they didn't really cry they were just determined so i met up with them later again at like 
two o'clock in the afternoon right as i met up with them they got a phone call they might have found them 
man i don't know mommy said that peter called the number and that the number whatever he spoke to said 
that they they heard from him and that he's okay it didn't take long about 20 minutes later when they figured 
out where the phone call came in and it was a dead end that's gonna stay with me for the rest of my life 
because it's constant beyond the tragic moment of the buildings collapsing and the people instantaneously 
dying it's also the search and the not knowing where the missing are i called up this one hospital nyu 
downtown medical center and then they really opened up and they just kind of let us free reign around the 
icu and meeting nurses meeting doctors porters everybody the reason we wanted to get in there was we just 
wanted to put a human face on all these people that we see the blue scrubs the green scrubs they're working 
hard they're running and they just allowed us to be a fly in the wall with our one handheld camera to follow 
them this is in every way comparable to uh to a war zone into a battlefield i've been running bringing bodies 


back bringing them to the triage unit we didn't bring anybody back alive the first room i walked into is you 
hear the beep of the monitor basically disconnecting the facial bones with the rest of the cranial facial 
skeleton i looked over i really didn't want to look very closely and one man's head was just it was i described 
it as almost a bowl of jelly there was no facial structure there apparently he had i guess the skin had 
separated from the skeleton i mean just it was it was a horrible horrible injury i think that's when it really hit 
home for me i just was so impressed by the people this was a real microcosm of new york 
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this was a real microcosm of new york you know blacks whites chinese indians i mean everybody that makes 
this city a great city was working their butts off at night to save people some of our colleagues in the week 
that they've been through we'd like to share with you as we go off the air tonight a new york skyscraper that 
once was the king of the skyline back again reclaiming its place the empire state building the lights are back 
on
